1ST INSTALMENT. 

HE College of Fort William was founded by His Excellency 
Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General of India, in the year 
1800. The reasons which weighed with His Excellency 
and led him to take this decisive step are fully detailed 
in the Minute in Council, dated 18th August 1800. 
After dwelling upon the extent and population of the 
British possessions in India and the administration ol Government of 
these vast dominions by the European civil servants of the East Indian 
Company, His Excellency lays stress upon the fact that the duty and 
policy of the British Government in India require that the system of con¬ 
fiding the immediate exercise of every branch and department of the 
government to Europeans educated in its own service and subject to its own 
direct control should be infused as widely as possible, as well with a view 
to tbe stability of our own interests, as to the happiness and welfare of 
our native subjects* This policy, it Is pointed out. greatly enhances the 
magnitude and importance of the duties performed by the European civil 
servants of the East Indian Company—the dispensation of justice, the adminis- 
tration of 50 vast a revenue system, the maintenance of civil order, among 
millions of people of various languages, manners, usages and religions, over an 
area equal in extent to some of the most considerable kingdoms in Europe, 
make up the duties of the larger proportion of the civil servants of the 
Company. The pleadings in the courts are conducted in the native languages. 
The law which the Company's Judges administer b not the law of England 
but that law to which the natives had long been accustomed under their 
former sovereigns, tempered and mitigated by the voluminous regulations of 
the Governor-General in Council as well as by the general spirit of the British 
Constitution. As a consequence, qualifications of the highest order must be 
possessed by those upon whom these ampler duties devolve, if they are to 
acquit themselves honourably of tbe charge entrusted to them. The same is 
true of every department, be it judicature or revenue, political or financial or 
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diplomatic- It is certainly desirable lhat all Ihese stations should be filled 
by the civil servants of the Company* and it is equally evident that the 
qualifications requisite are far outside the limits of a commercial education. 
The civil servants, His Excellency continue, can no longer be considered 
as the agents of a commercial concern, they are in fact the ministers and 
officers of a powerful sovereign. Their education must therefore be so 
ordered as to fit them for the high duties of statesmen placed among the 
difficult surroundings inherent in the dimate, the language and the strange 
manner and customs and peculiar prejudices of the people of India, 11 This 
education roust be founded tn a general knowledge or these branches of 
literature and science which from the basis of the education of persons 
destined to similar occupations in Europe. To this foundation should be 
added an intimate acquaintance with the history* languages, customs and 
manners of the people of India, with the Mahomed an and Hindu codes of 
law and religion and with the political and commercial interests and relations 
of Great Britain in Ada. They should be regularly Instructed in the 
principles and system which constitute the foundation of that wise code of 
regulations and Jaws enacted by the Governor.General in Council* for the 
purpose of securing to the people of this empire, the benefit of the ancient 
and established laws of the country administered in Hie spirit of the British 
Constitution .... they should be sufficiently grounded in the general 
principles of ethics, civil jurisprudence, the laws of nations and general history, 
in order that they may be enabled tu discriminate the characteristic differences 
of the several codes of law administered within Iho British Empire In India, 
and practically to combine the spirit of each in the dispensation of justice 
and in the maintenance of order and good government. Finally their eariy 
hahlts should be so formed as to establish in their mind such solid foundations 
of industry, prudence, integrity and religion, as should effectually guard them 
against these temptations and corruptions with which the nature of the 
climate and the peculiar depravity of the people of India, will surround and 
assail them in every station especially, upon their first arrival in India 
dor should any precaution be relaxed in India which is deemed necessary in 
England to furnish a sufficient supply of men. quail fieri to fill the high offices 
of the State, with credit to themselves and with advantage to the public 
His Excellency Lhcn proceeds to comment upon the lamentable absence of 
any such system of educational discipline whether In Europe or in India, 
the age at which writers usually arrive in India* namely, between 
sixteen and eighteen* is hardly calculated to ensore anything but a very 
Untiled education, confined principally to commercial knowledge, so 
that they are as a class absolutely incompetent to perform the duties 
of any station whatever in the civil service of the Company, beyond the 
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menial, laborious, unwholesome and unprofitable duty of a mere copying 
clerk. On arrival in India they have no mean of increasing their knowledge 
of the subjects in which they have received so defective an education. If 
stationed upcountry they at once find themselves brought face to face with 
duties they are incompetent to perform, and with difficulties they are too 
inexperienced to meet, and as a result become both despondent and indolent, 
or if of both disposition become discouraged by the hopeless task ot 
struggling along their dark road without any guide and at length give it up 
in despair. After two or three years spent in copying records, in itself a 
laborious and fruitless task, they find that they have lost the fruits of their 
European studies without having gained any useful knowledge of Asiatic 
literature or business. If on the other hand they arc employed in the 
Presidency, they have the additional obstacles of indulgence and extravagance, 
and frequently fall into ii retrievable courses of gaming and totally destroy 
their health and fortunes. Some succeed in the ordinary progress of the 
service to employments to which their incapacity or misconduct becomes 
conspicuous to the natives, disgraceful to themselves and injurious to the 
State These evils are enhanced by the system which enables young men 01 
sixteen or eighteen to pursue their own inclinations without any guidance or 
restraint, far from the superintendence of parent, guardian or master. The 
ancient hospitality which led to the keeping of open house by the senior 
civil servants for the entertainment of the young writers on first arrival in 
India is, llis Excellency observes, no longer possible in view of the 
curtailment of income arising from the restrictions imposed upon civil servants 
as regards their legitimate sources of income. Consequently young men in 
their first arrival have to provide for themselves at the cost of a greater 
expense and temptation to luxury and dissipation. This picture is gloomy 
enough, but, in His Excellency's opinion, the state of the civil services of 
Madras and Bombay was even more defective than that of Bengal, and he 
holds it to be a duty incumbent on the Government to remove any obstacles 
tending it to embarrass or retard the progress of their servants in attaining 
the qualifications necessary for their respective stations. No extraordinary 
or even general exertions of these servants can release the Government from 
this duty. The nature of our establishment should furnish fixed and 
systematic encouragement to animate, to facilitate, to rewards the progress of 
industry and virtue and fixed and systematic discipline to repress and 
correct the excess of contrary dispositions. 

Upon the foregoing indictment of the existing system. Lord Wellesley 
bases his argument for the provision of some speedy and effectual remedy 
for the improvement of the education of the young men destined to the civil 
service iri India, clearly showing that this was the one object which he had in 
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view U, establishing the College of Port William. He concludes in these 
words t—•* The early education of the civil servants of the East India Company 
.5 the source from which wjJI ultimately be derived the happiness or misery of 
our native subjects, and the stability' of our Government will bear a due 
proportion to its wisdom, liberality and justice/’ 

His Excellency then proceeds to define the education which he considers, 
should be provided as a remedy for the defects to which he has directed 
attention. Such an education he say's must be of a mixed nature, its 
foundation must L>e judiciously laid in England and the superstructure 
systematically' completed in India. He deprecates, however, the institution 
of examinations in England or the raising of the age at which writers are to 
be s)Ioij|| to proceed to India, on the grounds both of private economy and 
public policy. Parents he says could not defray the cost of such an education 
in England, nor would civil servants have any reasonable hope of returning 
with a moderate competence to their native country* at the expiration of their 
service were they to be detained in England till the age of twenty or twenty- 
two Further, at this age they would be reluctant to break their home ties 
and proceed to India, while few would accommodate themselves to the habits, 
regulations and discipline of the service in India 

^ Excellency anticipates that many of them, after the twenty-five years’ 
service, would settle permanently in India with evil consequences to British 
interests which he says it is unnecessary to detail, though it is not easy to see 
at this period of time what were the untoward consequences feared by Lord 
Wellesley. In fact by the light of the experience gained within the last fifty 
years his whole argument seems wanting in force, though no doubt the dangers 
he anticipated were real enough at the time/' 

He further urges the inadequacy* of any European education to meet 
the requirements of the civil servant as regards the languages, laws and 
customs of India, all of which would have to be learned after the arrival of 
the student in India - at an age when the study of languages is attended with 
additional difficulties, when any prescribed course of study, when any systems 
tic discipline or regular restraint, becomes irksome if not intolerable. 1 * He 
further feared that with ripe years they would be less easily controlled and 
more prone to fall into reprehensible habits at the nature of which he plainly 
hints. He finally dismisses as impracticable any suggestion for the increase 
of the age limit, and having regard to ail the conditions His Excellency 
promu gates the regulations by which .1 collegiate institution at Fort

lhc * e Regulations the Governor-General was to be the Patron and 
isi or o the College, and its governors the members of the Supreme Council 
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and the Judges of the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut (the High Court of 
Judicature) and of the Nizam Adawlut (the Central Criminal Court). 

The Advocate-General and the Standing Counsel to the Honourable 
Company were its law officers, while Its immediate government was to be 
vested in a Provost and Vicc-Provost and such other officers as the Patron 
and Visitor shall think proper to appoint with such salaries as he shall deem 
expedient. 

As the officers of the College were removable at the discretion of the 
patron and visitor whose every proceeding and act was, however, to be sub¬ 
mitted to the honourable the Court of Directors and to be subjected to their 
pleasure. 

The Provost was always to be a clergyman of the Church of England as 
established by law, and his primary duties were to receive the junior 
civil servants on their arrival at Fort William, to super intend and regulate 
their general morals and conduct, to assist them with bis advice and admoni¬ 
tion, and to instruct and confirm them in the principles of the Christian 
religion according to the doctrines, discipline and rites of the Church of 
England. 

The first Provost was the Reverend David Brown. 

II. LOCATION OF THE COLLEGE OF FORT WILLIAM. 

It will be proper to state here that for some time prior to the establish¬ 
ment of the College of Fort William the Marquis Wellesley had recognised 
the importance to civil servants of an adequate knowledge of the native 
languages. On the 3rd January 1799 a Notification of the Public Depart¬ 
ment appeared bearing date 21 si December 1798, directing that, "from and 
after the is; January 1801, no servant will be deemed eligible to any of the 
offices hereinafter mentioned, unless he shall have passed an e xaminati on (the 
nature of which will be hereafter determined), in the laws and regulations 
and in the languages, a knowledge of which is hereby declared to be an 
indispensable qualification. 1 The languages considered requisite were 
Persian and Hindoostanee for the Office of Judge or Register (hr) of any 
Court of Justice : Bengali, for the office of Collector of Revenue or of 
Customs or Commercial Resident or Salt Agent in the provinces of Bengal 
or Orissa. 

Hindoostanee for the office of Collector of Revenue or of Customs or 
Commercial Resident or Agent for the provision of opium in the province of 
Bchar or Benares. 

In order to facilitate the acquisition of Hindoostanee certain junior civil 
servants were ordered in February 1799 to attend a course of instruction 
given by Mr. John Gilchrist, who appears to have had at that time a seminary 
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in Calcutta. This was the Mr. John Gilchrist, who was subsequently professor 
of the Hindoostanee Language in the College of Fort William, and was the 
author of several books on the language (Appendix in a minute of Council 
dated 17th August 1800, directions were issued for the publication of a 
Report by the Committee appointed to ascertain the progress made 
in the Hindustanee and Persian languages by the Junior Civil Servants 
of the Company, who were directed to attend Mr. Gilchrist for Instruction 
in these languages. Examination in Persian was optional, that is 
Hindustani being compulsory. The report of the Examiners was to the 
effect that all the students " placed in the first class, without exception, 
manifested knowledge of the Hindustani language which greatly surpassed 
the expectations as to its extent and its correctness both with respect to 
grammar and pronunciation." The same remarks were considered applicable 
to a great proportion of the second, third and fourth classes. Some students 
however who from indisposition or other causes had been irregular in their 
attendance could not be so favourably reported on. The report ends with an 
expression of high appreciation of Mr. Gilchrist's mcirts, and Is signed by 
the following gentlemen :—G. H. Barlow, J. H. llaririgt-m. W Kirkpatrick, 
N. B. Edmonston, W. C. Blaquicre. A subsequent Notification dated 20th July 
iboo, publishes the names of the successful students, and confers upon them 
prizes ' as public marks of distinction for the progress which they have 
respectively made in the Hindustanee and Persian languages. This order is 
of interest as recording the first occasion in which prizes of this kind were 
awarded. The recipients of medals and money prizes were. PitJt Class. 
Edward Scott Warring: First Prize in Hh.ciustanee, a gold medal and the 
sum of Sicca Rs. 1,699. First Prize In Persian. Gold medal and Sicca 
Rs. 1,600. 


Charles Lloyd. Second Prize both in Persian and Hindustanee for each 
language a gold medal and Sicca Rs. 1,500. 

Mr. Lewis Makentle obtained the Third Prise In both languages, 

a gold medal and Rs. 1,300, but unfortunately did not live to receive his 
honours.

The names of those who were unfavourably reported on are consider¬ 
ably reported, so that they are consigned to the Umbo of unrecorded failures. 

The Governor-General warmly recommends Mr. Gilchrist for his teal, 
ability and deligence. and expresses his sense of the valuable service rendered 
by him "in having formed a valuable Grammar and Dictionary of the 
Hindustanee language,” and referring to the * Collegiate Institution founded 
by Regulation IX. A.D. t8oo" trusts that” that sense of public duty which 
has produced in many the most laudable efforts will ultimately annimate the 
exertions of alt'* 

The actual opening of the College of Fort William dates from Monday 
the 24th November 1800, on which date lectures commenced In the Arabic, 
Persian and Hindustanee Languages. Tlie notice of these lectures is signed 
by David Brown, Provost, and is dated from Provost Chambers, Council 
House Street, the 15th November 1800, 

By the scheme of the Institution as put forward in Para. XV. of the 
minutes of 18th August, t8oo we see that Professorships were to be establish¬ 
ed " as soon as may be practicable and regular courses of tectures commence] 
in the following branches of literature, science and knowledge :

The Patron and Visitor may authorise the same Professor to read lectures 
in more than one of the enumerated branches of study, and may at any time 
unite or separate any of the said professorships, or may found additional 
professorships in such other branches of study as may appear necessary. 

Annual life pensions were payable to the Provost Vice-Provost after a 
complete period of seven years spent in the government of the College, and 
all professors, after seven years completed, were similarly entitled to pension 
subject to the condition of having received under the hand and seal of the 
Patron and Visitor, a testimonial of good conduct. 

The pension was to be in no case less than one-third of the annual salary, 
and might be increased at the discretion of the patron or visitor (sic). 

The first three years of service ol all civil servants appointed on the 
establishment of the Presidency of Bengal, from the date of these orders, 
were to be spent at the College of Fort William and during that period of 
lime, the prescribed studies in the College were to constitute their sole 
public duty. Moreover it was ordered that all civil servants on the 
Bengal Establishment of less than three years standing were to be 
immediately attached to the College for the term of three years from the 
date of the regulation. The College of Fort William was not, however, 
intended to be restricted to the Bengal Civil Service, the regulation goes 
on to say that any of the junior civil servants of the Company in India 
whether belonging to the Establishment of this Presidency, or to that of 
Fort St. George or of Bombay, may be admitted to the benefit of the institu¬ 
tion, by order of the Governor-General in Council, for such term, and under 
such regulations, as may be deemed advisable." Similar privileges were 
extended to any of the junior military servants of the Company in India. 
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It appears, therefore, that the College of Fort William was intended 
to be an institution answering mure to an University than a simple College, 
and, while Oriental languages were given a pre-eminent place in the course of 
instruction, the) by no means filled the programme drawn up by the noble 
founder, and it is quite clear that were the students in any adequate degree 
to avail themselves of the instruction provided, the term of three years was 
never too long. 

The College year was tu be divided into four terms of two months each, 
with four vacations of one month each. Two public examinations were to be 
held annually, and prires and honorary rewards were to be publicly distri¬ 
buted by the Provost in the presence of the patron and governors. Degrees 
were to be established and considered requisite qualifications for certain 
offices in the civil governments of Bengal, Fort St George and Bombay : and 
promotion in the civil service shall be the necessary result of merit publicly 
approved, according to the discipline and institutions of the College. 

The Provost was charged with the framing of Statutes, under the super¬ 
intendence of the governors regarding tire internal regulation, discipline and 
government of the College (see Appendix) but no statute could be enforced 
until it had been sanctioned by the patron and visitor. 

In Para. XXVII, the whole institution is subordinated to the Court of 
Directors. It must uot be forgotten that in promulgating these regulations 
the Governor-General was acting entirely on his own responsibility That 
he had not consulted M the Honourable the Court of Directors" seems to 
have been the chief reason for the opposition they raised to his excellent 
scheme, particulars of this conflict of opinion will be found later on in this 
history. 

The College was to be residential, and a common table was to be 
provided * for all the civil servants who may be attached to the establish¬ 
ment/’ 

From considerations both of expense and uniformity it was deemed 
undesirable to establish Colleges at either Fort St. George or Bombay, the 
Civil Service of Bengal being considered * unquestionably farther advanced 
in every useful acquisition, and in every respect more regular and correct 
than that of either of the subordinate Presidencies.” Madras and Bombay 
probably winced a little when they read this, and, unless human nature was 
different a hundred years ago. such a statement appears hardly calculated to 
extinguish the local jealousies among the several Presidencies of which His 
Excellency speaks in the same paragraph. 

The admission of young military officers for whieb provision was made 
was the first step towards the orderly instruction in Hindustani of officers 
belonging to native corps Lord Wellesley kept also in view the advantage 
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likely to accrue to the native army from being provide?} wLth officers ^ttAchrd 
by regular instruction and disciplined habite, tu the principle of morality, 
good order and subordination It appears also from Para* 55 of the Minute 
fhai Lord Wellesley was contemplating the institution jf anothe r College l" 
be a kind of Indian Sandhurst. 

It must tit rcniFjmbertd that this vs a? before the days of 1 ImlcyTniry, and 
the Army Class and crammer had not yet been foreshadowed, much less 
evolved from the educational chaos. 

im it is abundantly clear that the Gos'cmot-Gcncnl faSJ quite as much 
stress upon the disciplinary restraint of his foundation, as he did upon its 
educational advantages. The students were to be m Siam pupil fa n\ to be 
received on arrival hy the Trovost a clergyman of the Church of England ■ 
provided with apartment in the College and with a common table, 
consequently', he says, u they will be removed from Hit* danger of profusion* 
extravagance and excels. Every part of their priviite conduct, their expenses, 
their connexions, their manners and morals, will be subject tu die notice of 
the Provost and Principal Officers of the College, and (through the College 
authorities) to the government itself/' When we consider the very rarly a gt 
at which boys came out to the services in those days, these precautions appear 
fiifutary as they must have been necessary. 

Every -strident in the College of Jess than three years 1 standing was to 
receive a standard allowance of Its. 300 a month, without moortshec allowance. 
It whs considered that this would be ample far nil their requirements, save 
LUr-™ from extravagance and debt, and offered opportunity for economy 
and thrift. The discipline of die College was to be "as moderate as can 
be consistent with the ends of Ihe institution,'' improving no harsh 
o? humiliating restraint and based on principles " combining the discipline 
of the Universities on England with that uf the Royal Military Academies 
of France and cf other European monarchies.'' 

Paras. 65 and 66 make it tolerably dear to the novitiates of the Gvil 
Scrmre that it will be as well for them to lose no time in discovering the 
advantages to be derived from the institution, and In yielding a pleased 
Si.bmi^ion to its regulations; neglect and exclusion from employment being 
hchl upon the punishment for any want - >f acquiescence. 

An explanation fn no sense apologetic is offered by Hi* Excellency of 
In, action in founding the College without previous reference U> England, 
and it cannot be denied that in taking this step he was fully justified* 
relying, as Ire undoubtedly did, upon the support of the Honourable the 
court of Directors who seem to have been an uncommonly short sighted 
aud obstinate body. The scheme set on foot fay Lord Wellesley was beyond 
question the most appropriate in the then existing circumstances, and 
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whatever were the ostensible reasons for the abolition to the College by the 
Directors, there can be no doubt that pique in the first place and parsimony in 
the second were the principal factors of their expression of dissent. This 
question of funds was originally raiser) by the Governor-GertUral in Para. 
J2 nf the Minute, in which be expressly disavows any intention of subjecting 
the Company to an expense oil account of the Institution beyond that winch 
h:iv already received the sanction of the Honourable Court of Dhecturs 
independently of the institution It appears that sanction had already 
been accorded to the purchase of Writer>' Buildings provided they could 
be obtained on reasonable terms. Lord Wellesley now informs the 
Honourable Court of Directors, Lhat these buildings cannot be obtained 
on such terms! nor can they be advantageously converted to the final purposes 
of the institution. He, however, states his intention of applying a sum 
of money equal lo ihe just value Of the buildings nr to the rent then 
being paid for them to the purchase of a proper spot of ground, and to 
the buildings requisite fur the College The ground if is proposed lo 
acquire is situated, he continues, In Garden Reach, where three or 
lour of the present gardens will be laid together, a new road formed, and a 
large space of ground cleared and drained, This arrangement will'improve 
the general health oT the neighbourhood of Calcutta* as well as afford 
ample room for every accomodation required for the use of ihe College, or for 
the health of the students This project was never carried out having beer 
vetoed by the Court of Directors after the actual purchase of the land had 
been completed It was resold at a small loss, Proceeding on to the question 
of the upkeep. Lord Wellesley says thul for proposes to provide for the 
expense* of the institution by a small contribution from all the civil servants 
in India to be deducted from their salaries. This resource, he considers, wilt 
probably be sufficient for all present purposes* with the addition of the fund 
now applied to the moonsheefs allowance, and of the profits to be derived 
from a new Arrangement of the government printing pipfi> But while nnl 
deeming it proper to subject the Company to any additional expense on 
account of the institution. Lord Wellesley points out that the advantages 
likely to accrue from the foundation in the ex tendon of the blessing of good 
government to the many millions of people whom Providence has subjected 
to our dominions. He, therefore* feds confident that the approved lib&rajity 
of the Honourable Court will certainly be manifested towards this Institution 
to an extent commensurate to its importance, and opines that “ it would 
produce a most salutary Impression on India If the Court, immediately on 
receiving this regulation were lo order the Governor-General in Council lo 
endow the College with mi annual rent charge on the revenues of Bengal, and 
to issue a similar on It-1 lo tttti Governor in Council of Fort St, George with 
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rwpeci to the revenue of Mysore, leaving the amount of endowment noon 
each fund to the Governor-General in Council" How this suggestion was 
received by the Court of Directors we shall presently «*. Lend Wellesley

presented by thc army to the Court of Directors |» 
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lately arrived in Bengal, the Governor-General strongly recommend* that the 
Oriental manuscripts composing this collection should be deposited in the 
library of the College at Fort William, and it is his intention to retain the 
manuscripts accordingly until he shall receive the order of the Court upon 
the subject : he wilt transmit lists of the collection by the first opportunity. 
It is obvious that these manuscripts may be rendered highly useful to the 
purposes of the new institution, and that much more public advantage can be 
derived from them in the library of the College at Fort William, than can pos¬ 
sibly be expected from depositing them in London. Such of the manuscripts 
w may appear merely valuable as curiosities may he transmitted to England 
by an early opportunity. Every scholar will sympathise with these liberal 
views, and it is an unfailing source of regret that Lord Wellesley's original 
intentions were defeated by the Court of Directors in whom he had such 
confidence, with the result that this unique collections of manuscripts was 
broken up and scattered to the four winds orheaven, instead of being preserved 
intact as a memorial of the famous victory of 4th May 1799, If it was deemed 
inexpedient to leave the collection in the possession of the College of Fort 
William, surely it would have fitly found a resting place at a whole in one 
library, the British Museum for example, rather than in fragmentary deposits 
in several libraries. It is a curious fact that the library of the College of 
Fort William, the original depository of this collection, finally had to content 
itself with one solitary manuscript. It is difficult to account for the attitude 
adopter! by the Honourable the Court of Directors towards the Marquis of 
Wellesley in relation to the College of Fort William. His scheme was so 
complete, such a masterly solution of the problem of the education of civil 
servants as it presented it«c!l at that time, that the failure of the Court to 
accept it appear* inseparably associated with some private animus, originating 
perhaps in jealousy though possibly it may have been only ignorance. 

This question, however, will be more fitly discussed later when we come 
to consider the answer made by the Court of Directors. It will be more 
interesting for the present to follow the fortunes of the College of Fort 
William from its earliest infancy. 

HI. THE STATUTES OF THE COLLEGE OF FORT 
WILLIAM IN BENGAL 

Although as already stated, the College was opened by the commence¬ 
ment of lecture* on the 24th November 1800, the fir>t Statutes were not 
promulgated till the loth April of the following year in the following manner : —

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these Essays was to be proposed by the Cuunril/jf the College and composi 
tinns meriting distinction were to be read in public. At a meeting of the 
College Council held on the 9th February 1802 it was ordered, that the first 
three essays of each term be printed in one volume, and that the Theses 
pronounced at the public Disputations in *thc Oriental Languages be 
printed in their respective languages. 

Present.—The Reverend David Brown, The Reverend G Buchanan And 
A. II. Harington Esquire. 

These Essays were published in Calcutta at the Honourable Company's 
Press in 1802 and contain the Theses pronounced at the public Disputation 
in the Oriental Languages, on the 6th February 1802. The title page of this 
work of which there is a copy in this library bears the representation of the 
Eastern Hemisphere illuminated by the sun which is " in Its splendour ** 
above it, and in the circular frame with which this is surrounded are the 
words in Roman Capitals. 

Rcdit a nobis Aurora decenque reducit, with the date MDCCC, This 
volume was presented to the College of Fort William by H. B. Baylcy. 
September *864. It cuntains several disputations of which the first is : 

t. Disputation in the Persian language. Position.— M An Academical 
Institution in India is advantageous to the natives ind to the British 
nation*'' 

Defended by Mr. J. H. Lovete, Chief opponent, Mr, C. Lloyd, Second 
opponent, Mr. G. D. Guthrie, Moderator, Lieutenant John BallUc, Professor. 

In the following year the title of Primiti* OrunLiUi was adopted for 
these publications. Volume I! contains these for 1803 and Volume III for 
1804. The title page bears a different design shewing a Muhammadan 
Mosque, some palm trees and a Hindu temple with the sun shining upon 
them. In a ribbon beneath them is the date IV MAI I MDCCC. 

At the expiry of his three years’ course of study in the College, every 
student received from the Council of the College a certificate of proficiency 
and conduct Attested copies of these certificates were submitted to the 
Visitor for entry in the public records of Government. 

Degrees of Honour were confcrable for peculiar excellence in the 
knowledge of any uf the Oriental Languages, of the MaJiomcdan or Hindu 
Codes of law or of Oriental Literature, but nu student could receive such a 
Degree unless he had obtained the certificate above-mentioned. The 
Statues also provide for performance of Divine Service in the College Chapel, 
though whether the College ever actually possessed a Chapel is more than 
doubtful. Attendance upon these services were compulsory for all students. 

Upou the Provost devolved the duty of guarding the moral and religious 
interest and character of the institution. In the event of his admonition 
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proving ineffectual, the circumstances of the case were to b» reported to the 
Visitor. 

It is interesting in this place to put upon record the feet that the First 
occasion upon which a student was reported to tin? visitor was when a certain 
Mr. Chisholmc a student of the College was charged before Mr. Martyn, one 
of His Majesty $ Justice of the Peace, on the 16th day of February* 1802 with 
having assaulted one Jagonnaut Sing, a Vakeel of the Court of Siiddcr 
Dewanny Adawlnt The/Wr ct origu mali was a cat which was " sitting in 
a shop near 'deponent's house. Mr. Chisholmc set his dog at the cat which 
ran into this deponent’s house, the said Mr. Chisholmc followed the cat aud 
attempted to go into this deponent's zennanah or women's apartment, this 
deponent begged him not to go there. That thereupon the said Mr. Chisholme 
gave this deponent two violent f ri<) blows with his fist upon this deponent’s 
forehead, and then he gave a blow with his open hand to the boy here present 
named Saum Sing upon his face ami also he the said Mr. Chisholme aimed 
a blow w*ith a stick upon this deponent's head, but he stept backward and the 
blow hit one Rani Decn upon his hand/' 

Mr. Chisholmc admitted the assault, but denied any intention of entering 
the zennanah. In the end it was resolved that a report of Mr. Chisholme'* 
conduct be made to the Acting Visitor. 

The Council of the College was to consist of five members of which the 
Provost and Vice-Provost for the time being were to be two. The three 
remaining members were to be appointed by the Visitor. The following order 
k ,nl etevt in this connection. It forms the first entry in the Minutes of 
the Council preserved in this Library. 

COUNCIL Of the College. —The Visitor has been pleased to appoint 
The Honourable Henry Lockesley, George HiUro Barlow, Esquire, and Neil 
Benjamin Edmonston, Esquire to l*c Members of the Council of the College 
College ok Fort William, 24T11 April 1801._ 

The student of the College of the Fort William shall be provided with 
Apartment at the Expense of the College. 

A public tabic for the students shall also be maintained at the expense 
of the College. 

No student shall absent himself from the Public Table in the College 
Hall oftencr than twice a week, during Term.” 

This is the warding of Article XI. of tire statutes, and it will be agreed 
that the provision was uncommonly liberal, as the monthly allowance of 
three hundred rupees w ith free quartets aud board compares very favourably 
with the conditions of service on first joining now a days. Consequently 
it cannot be considered a hardship that by the last article of the Statutes 
debt was held to disentitle the student to the receipt of his Certificate from 
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the Connell, The above statutes remained in force till ; 807 when they were 
repealed by Sir George Barlow under date 12th February. The alterations 
are not important, the principal changes bdng the omission of all reference 
to the College Chapel, students being; merely ordered to attend Divine Service 
regularly' These Statutes .iicontain no inference to a Public Table 
for the students though they were still to be provided with Apart¬ 
ments. 

Lord Mintu in June 18:19 repealed the statutes of 1807 &o far as they 
related to the terms, and making certain changes* of no very great Impor* 
frtnee lisvinc Service was still kept very strongly in the foreground and it i> 
stated th.-it pewr* have tree 11 ipproprialcd for the students in each of the 
Calcutta Churches. Students unable 10 attend hy reason of illness or other 
unavoidable impediment must report tile fact with tlietr reason for non- 
attendance to tilt Secretary of the College Council, who at the period was 
W. Hunter The Statutes bear for the first time on their title page 

the arm* of the East India Company, In [814 the Statutes again 

underwent ^ chitr.gr by the order* of l*or! Moira. These, the fourth 
Chapter of Statutes, are promulgated rsc July f#i4 by J. H> Harington, 

J. Fombdlc, and j. Stuart, and bear on the title page arms differing 

from those above referred to. As (I is not heraldically engraved it, is hardly 
possible to say what Use shield Is, but It reappears on two seals of the same 
jwsriod belonging to the College of Fort William and also upon the covers 
of certain book* belonging to the G'tkgc so that h seems to be the 
repnesentaiinn of the arm* assumed by the Collie of Fort William about 
tBl* By these Statute* the Honourable Court of Director of the United 
East India Company shall be deemed Patrons uf she College of Fort William, 
the Governor-General is to be the visitor, and the members of the Supreme 
Council the Governors of the College. The Offices of Provost and Vice- 
Provost are abolished and the immediate superintendency of the College is 
vested in a President and Council toeomlst of three or more members and 
to be appointed by line Governor-Genera I In Council* A Secretary ami 
Assistant Secretary are to be appointed to ad under the Council of the 
College, these officers were also to be appointed by the Govcrnor-Gefieral 
In Council. 

Tkf. DUTIES of tjie SisCHfcTAkV are DEFJN’Kil—He was not In those 
days a Professor iii any subject. Provision Is made for the appointment of 
Profcssurv, Assistant Professors in Arabic, Persian. Hindustani, Sanskrit and 
Bengalee but it is not considered necessary to establish any Professorship In 
] aw or Regulations. An establishment of native teacher* is provided For the 
instruction of the students in language*. Thee teachers are to be examined 
by the Professors before receiving an appointment. 
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Although the College was still primarily intended for civil servants, 
provision was made by general orders of the 7th February 1814 for the 
admission of a limited number of Military students for one year commencing 
from cither January or July. In certain cases a longer period was granted 
to military students who had shewn special proficiency and who wished to 
continue their studies in any particular language The terms were reduced 
from four to two, the first commencing on the 1st January and ending on 
the 31st May. The second term commenced on the 1st July and ended on 
the 30th November. The nature of the prises to be awarded was definitely 
decided, the Degree of Honour carrying with it a prise of 1,000 Sicca Rupees 
*nd a Medal (of what metal is not stated but the writer is able to say that 
these medal* were of gold* For excellence of handwriting iu any of the 
languages a medal might be awarded but no student could receive more than 
one medal for the same character. Medals were also given for diligent appll- 
catfon or for other meritorious conduct which may appear to deserve them. 
So that in those days medals were rather liberally bestowed and must have 
been .1 a sourccol some anxiety to the Financial Department of the period. By 
Secuon XXIV. oi these Statutes the Secretary and Assistant Secretary to the 
t-o ,cge Council were declared to be the public Examiners of the College 
and were to be assisted at the half-yearly Examinations by the Professors 
and Assistant Professor* of the several languages. It was competent for 
the Governor-General in Council to remove any student upon the recom-

habeen any examination such as Ita* existed for many years past bearing 
this latter title and Inferior in its strictness to t Ire Degree of Honour examine - 
tion. All wC know about lire examinations in those early days is that they 
were partly written and partly oral in : the absence of any copies of tire 
examination papers it is impossible to gauge the standard of the qualifications 
demanded lor the Degree of Honour but it was undoubtedly far below the 
present standard of scholarship as indeed it must have been from Ure then 
condition uf philological studies Student* were allowed under certain 
restrictions Id use the College Library .Class boflV* m the several languages were 
provided, but students were expected to provide their own grammes and 
dictionaries, Literary works of merit and utility were to be encouraged by 
public subscription upon the recommendation of the College Council under 
instructions from the Court of Directors, Under certain conditions persons 
0tiler than Civil and Military servants on the Bengal Establishment might 
attend the Lectures given at the College, 

Further changes In the Statutes were made in November i8t6. The 
prize of ipoo Sicca Rupee* attached to the Degree of Honour was withdrawn, 
and its plate was substituted “ a Degree of Honour and a Gold Medal with a 
prize of Oriental Books equal in value £0 the Medal or Medals adjudged far 
high proficiency." 

These Statutes also refer to the discontinuance by the Court of Directors 
of the 11 reward of Rs, 5,000 which was formerly granted to the Civil 
Servants of this Establishment who might attain a certain proficiency in the 
Arabic and Sanikrit Languages, suds as should enable them to read and 
explain books of Mahummudau amd Hindu law-.’ 1 Tire Governor-General 
now grants for these same rpia!ific.ttion* a Degree of Honour and a Gold 
Medal to any civil servant who has nnt already attained the prescribed reward 
for the high proficiency in the Arabic or Sanskrit Language in the College fcf 
Fort William. 

These Statutes also repeal that part of the former Statutes which directed 
that the Secretary and Assistant Secretary should be Public Examiner* and 
which required that the Public Examinations should be partly oral, and partly 
by written excrebes. In place of the farmer the fallowing Statute was 
enacted h— 

" The Governor-General in Council will appoint such persona as he may 
judge proper to be the Public Examiners of the College* and the Examination 
of all students attached to the College shall be conducted by them, with the 
aid of the Professors and Assistant Professors of the several languages taught 
tn the College, in such manner as may bu prescribed by the College Council, 
But no person shall be permanently appointed to the office oj Public 
Examiner in the College, without satis factory proof of hh eminent proficiency 
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m turn, at least, of the languages taught in the College by having obtained 
Degree* of Honour in such languages. Nor shall any person be appointed 
Professor or Assistant Professor in the College without a similar demonstration 
of his high proficiency in the particular language to be taught by him." 

This Statute is of interest as indicating the first signs of a distinction 
between the qualification, necessary for a Degree of Honour and those of an 
Inferior order. The words ■'Eminent Proficiency" now appearing for the 

first time are the words used in the Diplomas granted in later times for the 

Degree of Honour, while the words "High Proficiency" are those appro¬ 
priated to entitle the qualification inferior to the Degree of Honour. 

It is further of interest as foreshadowing the minimum qualification now 
enunded of the Secretary to the Board of Examiners who occupies the iwsition 
of the " permanent Public Examiner “ in the College of Fort William which 
as will be seen was eventually merged In the Board of Examiners. Under 
ic regime of the Marquess of Hastings the Statutes again underwent 
a tcration m 1S21. towards the close of his administration. In these Statues 
we find the institution of the Diploma to be denominated a Degree of Honour 
under the signature of the Visitor as a rewan) for extraordinary proficiency, 
and a reward of Rs. 1,600 ts attached to the Diploma. The standard of know- 
edge required in granting these Diplomas is to be adjusted by the College 
Council m communication with Urn Examiners. A reward of Rs. 3,000 a 
Medal and a prise ..f Oriental Books is also granted to every civil servant 
below the rank of Senior Merchant who at an examination evinces such 
proficiency m Sanskrit or Arabic languages as may enable him to read anti 
explain Books of Hindoo or Mahomedati Law.

In 1841, the College i»f F'rt William was placed under the control of 
the Governor of Bengal and irvsli Rules anti Regulations were eimctcd a and 
promulgated on the 28th July of that year by Colonel G. T, Marshall, Sec re 
tory of the College 1 in compliance with directions from the Right Honour¬ 
able George, Earl Auckland, G. C & Visitor of the Co I lege/‘ 

The Governor of Bengal was to be the Visitor of the College and 
exercise a general superintending over its affairs assisted by the Secret ary 
of the Institution. The Council henceforth sinks into oblivion and is never 
once mentioned in the Statutes, 

For the rest the pro visions of the preceding Statutes are retained with 
such slight modifications as circumstances have rendered necessary. 

For the first time we find specified text bxiks and a synopsis of the 
examines ion so that we are enabled to form some idea as to the standard 
of proficiency demanded. 

For the qualifying examination* there was an Oral Examination in certain 
text books, namely

In addition to this oral test written exercises were reqi i tsd to be 
"performed with a tolerable degree of correctness/’ These excidses Were 
prepared by tbe Secretary, under the direction of the Visitor* and were as

This is a curious test m as much as ihere im no provision made for 
Colloquial Examination* so that a candidate might apparently pass without 
without being ablet-» converse in tire language at all. 

It consequent!}- compares very unfavourably with ihc qualifying exa- 
mfnations (Lower and I tlgher Standard) of the present day. In which con* 
vevstation forms an all-important subject. 
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Twelve months were allowed to pass tins test, after which an extension of 
three months was admissible to unsuccessful candidates. Failing to pass at 
the expiration of this fifteen months, he was struck off the list of the 
College and required to leave for England within six weeks. 

Para. 15 cites text books for High Proficiency and Degree of Honour, 

In the latter examinations there is no mention of any examination 
in Grammar or Prosody nor is there any conversational test of anv kind, so 
that these examinations cannot be considered as tests of High Proficiency or 
" Eminent Proficiency " as now understood. 

This completes the history of the various Statutes under which the 
College of Tort U ilium was conducted from its original foundation. We 
will now return to the consideration of the attitude taken by the Honourable 
Court of Director* towards Lord Wellesleys original proposal. 


IV.—STRUGGLE FOR EXISTENCE. 

On the 27th January 1802, a Public letter was addressed to Bengal by 
the Honourable Court of Directors, directing the re-establishment of 
Mr, Gilchrist's Seminary, and the immediate abolition of the Institution 
founded by the Governor-Gcneral, and directing that an enquiry should be 
made into the utility of the Mahommedan College at Calcutta and the Hindu 
College at Benares. 

I have not access to * copy of this letter, but it may be found in VoJ. 488, 
Home Series, Miscellaneous, in the records of the India Office which also 
contains a preliminary reply to this letter emanating from the Governor 
General in Council, dated rath July rto, and stating that the Court will 1* 
addressed hereafter on the subject of the abolition of the College: 

The promised communication is a very' lengthy letter consisting of 
Ml paragraphs from the Governor-General to the Court, and » dated ;th 
August 1 to. Prior to the despatch of this letter an order had been issued 
by the Governor-General for the abolition of the College to take effect from 
31st December 1803. This order is recorded in Bengal Public Proceedings 
dated 24th June ito. To projierly understand the sequence of events 
which finally led to the maintenance of the College of Fort William upon 
.u established fooling with certain modification, it will be necessary to refer 
somewhat a, length to this memorable repiy by the Governor^! " 
Council to the objections raised by the Court of Directors. Their letter of 
he 27th January was received on the 15th June by the Govemor-Gener-I 
m Cou„d „l, h the deepest regie, and concern. ,t Z 

HI, Excellency says, under an apprehension of the existence of a considerehl.’ 
embarrassment in the situation of the Company's financial affairs i, 

and the primary grounds 0, the commands of the Honourable Court ire 
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stated to be the unexampled amount of the debt, the unparalleled scarcity 
of money in India, the consequent depiesaioc of the public credit and the 
reduction <ir total suspension of the commercial investment*/' 
Excellent' in Council meet* these statement* with a direct negative and 
points out that in every respect the financial position of the Company in 
India it highly et*bfactory and will dmibtJe?s cummue to improve, and 
-If, at Public ertdlt will speedily attain the utmost degre* <ff prosperity 
under circumstances which will ensue it.': stability 

The Court having objected fit limint to the Institution of the College 
on the grounds that such 3 step 11 must involve the Company hi an expense 
of considerable and unknown amount* and that this expense might be 
applied to purposes more beneficial for the Company a interests the 
Governor-General replies that GO just estimate of the expenditure tan be 
framed without injuring an enquiry into the probable advantages “ and 
comparing the pressure of that expense on the finances of the Company in 
India with the proportionate benefit to be derived from the opt ration pi the 
institution on the whole Frame of the Government oi this Empire. 

H e proceeds, with an undercut rer- nf sarcasm at the pewtywue and 
|K>uud foolish action, of the 11 on out able Courtj to ^hevv how unpi.'^siiile 
it is to estimate the benefits derivable from the institution, or to fix a 
price "at which it would be consistent with the Company’* iiitcrcrt to 
purchase such a benefit" and states without reserve that H it is difficult to 
conceive any purposes to which money could be applied witli more benefit 
to the Company's interests in India, Prudence would forbid the Government 
in India to incur any considerable and unknown amount in any branch of 
the Company’s affairs : tin; beneficial application of any sum of money Mat 
be estimated by a cumpai isnn between the known amount of the sum to be 
expended, and I he certain or probable benefit to be attained by such 
expenditure. From these premises Lord Wellesley proceed* to she* that 
he ts in possession nf all l he data requisite, the cost of the institution is 
known and is inconsiderable with relation to the magnitude and Imparlance 
of its objects and actual effecL 

Tlie total expense incurred ju acebttflt of the CoLtege in ilic nrst year of 
ils institution ending on the Jtst October tS2i amounted to the sum of shout 
six lakhs and thirty thousand rupee* after deducting all disposable articles 
of stock on hand, the value of which amounted to about two lakhs and seventy 
thousand rupees, Thn expense of the tnsritalicn In It* commencement, was 
necessarily toon; considerable, and the estimate for 1S02-3 Is four lakhs of 
rupees. This stun, however, must be dlmhntlwd by deducting certain 
expenses which existed previously toibe institution of the College, and which 
must equally have been incurred ff the College had mi been established. 
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These deductions represent the former allowance for Moonshis and the rent 
f the Vintera Buddings aggregating Rs. 70.000 so that the total 
adchtiona! expense ,0 the Company account of the current charges of the 
t o lege remained at the sum of three lakhs and thirty thousand rupees 
kcfcrence h then made to a letter or the 30th July 1801 in which the 
Governor-General in Council apprized the Court that he hail “actually 

p.ov,dcd for the current expense of the College by new resources, on which 
»>c has expressly charged that expense." 

Their resources were town duties and Government eustoms revived by 
hcgulatrons 5. .0 and ., of 180,. These new duties he point, out, have been 
in the year rto.-oa twelve lakhs and seventy thousand rupees and is 
estimated (or the current year at fourteen lakhs.

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efforts a century ago we may justly attribute tUe influence we Mfe nev^r 
ceased to wield Ur India by virtue of a competent knowledge of its vemocnlan 
among our Civil and Military officer*. That that knowledge h t&rtdfog t« 
decay is only too evident end is a feet much to be deplored, ti will be an 
evil day for our rule In India when rulers whether Civil or Military lose sight 
of the paramount tm porta net of a competent knowledge of the vernaculars. 
No officer of Government. belie civilian or so Wien can have any real sympathy 
with or Influence over the natives with whom hfe duties bring him In relation, 
unless he can understand and speak their languages. 

A somewhal sinister note Is sounded by Lord Wellesley in Para. 24 of 
his fetter, when he reassures: the Court upon the question of the future pension 
list. Thla he says , m would have afforded no ground of alarm to the Court, 
if the Court had considered the age and probable habits arid dispositions of 
these persons from whom the greater proportion ol the Professor* and 
Officers of the College must be selected," His Excellency was evidently ot 
opinion that the necessarily studious dispositions and sedentary habit# of the 
Professors would be an excellent safeguard against their undue longevity. The 
average mortality in those days undoubtedly favoured metr a forecast as to 
the actual results we shall be in a position to speak later on. 

It appears from Para, aS of this letter, that the site before alluded to 
in Garden Reach had actually been purchased by Government, although no 
building had yet been commenced. The ground had, however, been cleared 
and drained and road* made In its vicinity ak no great expense, and the 
charge* for its future maintenance in Us Improved condition would be In¬ 
considerably while If so desired it could be sold again at any time without 
loss. While urging the expediency on the ground of efficiency and economy 
of adhering to his original reherne for building tint College at Garden Iteacb T 
Lord Wellesley states that many of the most beneficial purposes of the 
College have been attained and may probably be seemed by the temporary 
cuiiLinuauce of the present system of the establishment in the town ■j! 
Calcutta and proceeds to hold out as a sop to Cerberus + ' a sum of three 
lakhs of rupees soon to be paid into the treasury on account of aJegaey from 
the late General Moriine of Lucknow M which he aay* may be legally applied 
to the purposes of the College. It appears also that he had some intention 
of trying to obtain for the College of Fort William certain sum bequeathed 
by 1 Gen era! Marline for the purpose of founding * literary institution at 
Lucknow—presumably the Martinicre College 

Having he hopes convinced the " Ikiuyurabk court that the founda¬ 
tion of the College was reasonable, and that the funds to support art ampU - 
Lord Wellesley goes on to deal with that portfoii of the Director's letter 
which direct* the restoration of * Mr. Gilchrist's Seminary » on a somewhat 
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enlarged scale tst a substitute for (he Cal lege of Fori William. ll appears 
from Pant 3.4 that the Court had directed the revival of the Experimental 
Establishment at Calcutta originally placed under Mr. Gilchrist's direction 
and bad sanctioned an extension of that Establishment, adding Persian 
and Bengalee as well as Laws and regulations to the Hindustani hitherto 
forming the exclusion subject of study 

Lord Wdlcslcy points out that this extension will involve the Establish¬ 
ment of Teacher.* or Professors at a monthly salary of not less than fifteen 
hundred rupees each. The six thousand rupees thus expended will, he 
points out, amount to two-thirds of the total amount of the salaries of all 
the officers, Professors and Teachers of the College of Fort William, while 
making no provision for the teaching of Arabic, lie goes tm to point out 
that it wilt be necessary to provide similar establishments for St* George 
and Bombay with addiliotfcttl teachers in the vernaculars of those presidencies* 
so that the expenditure will be enormously in excess of that inquired undo? 
His scheme for an united institution at Calcutta* 

l-ord Wellesley proceed* to explain that the proposal* made by him in 
his Minute of ust December 179S for the instruction of junior Civil 
Servants In Hindustani originated with himself not with Mr. Gilchrist, who 
offered his services in giving lessons in the Hindustani and in the 
rudiment of the Persian language under whatever institution the Govern¬ 
ment might establish, Mr. Gilchrist^ zeal, ability and diligence as a teacher 
of the Hfndoostanee language and his eminent merits in forming a most 
useful Grammar and Dictionary of that colloquial dialect induced Lord 
Wellesley to consider him to be ihe most eligible instrument for the purpose 
of aiding In the experiment of systematic instruction in the study or die 
Oriental languages, and be expresses himself as highly satisfied with the 
results of that experiment as shewn in the examination held in July 1800 to 
which reference has already been made. Lord Wellesley evidently objects 
to this ex peri mental coarse of instruction Inst Suited by himself being attri¬ 
buted to Mr, Gikh^Ut and the credit being assigned to him of having 
founded a ** Seminary,'' and says plainly that, had It not been fox certain 
statements made by the Honourable Court in thdr letter of jytb July i$02 
as to the particular brandies of knowledge deemed by the Court sufficient 
to qualify a civil servant for the administration of affairs in Bengal, hr would 
Have found considerable difficulty in forming a just conception of the 
precise intention of tht Honourable Court in directing him to supersede the 
establishment of the College of Fort William by the re-establishment of 
Mr. Gilchrist's Seminary, and he further states that “no modification or 
extension of the plan under which Mr. Gilchrist was employed in >799 and 
1800, can embrace the objects proposed to be secured by the Coileeiat$ 
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Establishment at Fort William. 11 Not only this but he had learned as much 
from the defects of that plan as he had from its advantages in the absence of 
any system of control or discipline, so that the attendance of certain of the 
students was irregular, and they were free to form habits of negligence, 
extravagance and dissipation. For these reasons he felt impelled to from 
his “ general plan for the better instruction of the civil services on the basis 
of a Collegiate institution in which study should be enforced by discipline 
and education regulated by efficient restraint.’ 

After reciting the general tenour of the Statutes by which his College 
was governed, His Excellency directs the attention of the Honourable Court 
to the benefits already derived from its operation. The station of a public 
officer in the College has, he says, been sought as an object of high honour 
and distinction, so much so that during the two years ot its existence 
••only two Professors and two Teachers in the Oriental languages have 
received salaries “ and gentlemen such as Mr. Barlow, Mr. Harington, 
Mr. Edmonstone, Lieutenant-Colonel Kirkpatrick and Mr. Colcbrookc have 
held professorships without salary) to say nothing of gentlemen who have 
voluntarily assisted without reward in conducting the public examination. 
He earnestly deprecates any lowering of the scale of the institution, any 
degradation of its authority or diminution of the lustre and magnitude o! its 
character and objects resulting as these measures infallibly must in loss of 
utility to the public service, and he pleads In most eloquent and forcible 
language for the continuance of the College in its existing foundation. The 
students at Fort William have, lie asserts, acquired habits of economy and 
regularity and “ afford the most auspicious hojics that the local administration 
of India for several years to come will be amply provided with instruments 
properly qualified to accomplish all the purposes of a wise just and benevolent 
government" 

He next deprecates the establishment of these separate seminaries in 
Bengal, Fort St George and Bombay, both in the ground of the inferiority of 
the means of instruction in the two latter presidencies and on that of the 
abatement of the spirit of emulation which has been so beneficial to the 
progress of the students. The moat important benefits however, which will 
be forfeited by the separation of the establishments will be, he says, those 
arising from the uniform education and instruction of the whole body of the 
Civil Service in India in one system of political, moral and religious principles. 
He is convinced that a more intimate union oi the three establishments is an 
object not only of good policy and of just economy but of indispemible 
necessity to the stability of the Empire. 

Having by this special pleading disused of all the objections urged by 
the Court of Directors, t.ord Wellesley, in Para. 109, states that lie might 
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have deemed it to be tils duty ” to suspend the execution of the commands 
of the Court for the Abolition of the College to refer the question to the 
Iwtherr pleasure m the Conti, and to request that the Court would Ik pleased 
to renew the consideration of orders, tile declared fiuimlaliOH of which ha* been 
entirely removed by the happy change effected in the financial situation of 
the Company in India/' were ft not that lie feels com pelted having regard to 
the nature of the institution (intimately blended with the general subordina¬ 
tion of the service) to proceed immediately to the public abolition Of the 
institution. He accordingly passed an order In Council ;on 24th of June) 
directing that all expenses incurred on account of the College of Port William 
should cease! and that the institution should be abolished ( *at the same time 
1 repealed the regulations enacted for the fonndatlort and management of the 
College, together with all Statutes and orders enacted or passed by tbe 
Governor-Genera I in Council,, or by the Visitor, for its discipline and govern¬ 
ment but a most serious quest ion arose with regard to the time when the 
abolition ol the College and the repeal of the regulations should take effect, 
and also when all the txpences of the College should cease and when the 
students collected at Calcutta from ibe subordinate Presidencies should be 
returned to their respective settlements/’ He further points out the practical 
impossibility of immediately breaking up the College and the hardships such 
a course would of necessity entail upon the students who had studied in the 
College and were within a few mouths of their reward, Upon their awarded 
rank at the next examination resftd thdr hope* of promotion. It I*, there¬ 
fore, unwise and impolitic ro discourage theft industry and frustrate their 
honourable ambition, as well as unjust and inhumane to abruptly interpose 
■> sudden act of authority between the termination of theft studies and the 
reason or their reward 1 . 

Tile great body of student* will not have completed their course of 
_Mudy until December tSoj, The Governor-General has, therefore, resolved 
tiiat the order for abolition or the College of Fort William tball not take fbll 
effect until the 31st December 1803 and anticipates that this delay will afford 
:o the Honourable Court an opportunity of reviewing the considerations 
which dictated their order* of the 27th January 1802, 

Should tile Court adhere to their intention and command the abolition 
vf the College, His Lordship would certainly diTchmgc bh duty with promp¬ 
titude and despatch but noi without suffering the moat severe pain and 
regret In reflecting on Pie public benchL which must dow from the establish¬ 
ment of this institution, and on the public calamities which must attend Its 
abolition fit cuds this appeal by say ing " I therefore dose this letter with 
■ f oifea confidmue that (hr Honourable Court will issue without delay 1 
positive command (or the continuance of the College of Fort William until 
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farther orders, ancl although m Y resignation of the officeof Governor-General 
precludes the hope of my being employed a* the instrument for restoring 
HtU important benefit to these valuable dominions, I shah emhaik from 
India with a firm reliance, that my successor will execute the salutary orders 
of the Honourable Out for ihe Rut*r*fi#tt nf the College of Fort WOHam 
with the same sentiments of real for the public ^erriee, and of attachment 
to Ihe public interests and honour which induced me to found that 
institution," 

Such an overwhelming argument supported by so eloquent an appeal 
could not fail to weigh with the Court of Directors, so that it Is not surpris¬ 
ing to ftnd that Cm the 2nd September 1S03 a letter was despatched to 
Bengal directing tbe continuance ol the College until farther orders Ihe 
writers from Fort St George and Bombay being excluded, (India Office 
Records, VoL 4&S, 4S9, H. 5 . Wise), This decision, however, appears mot 
lo have been arrived at without difference of opinion, us we find that 
Counsel's opinion was taken on five occasions between ihe roth August 
JS03 and the 22nd February 1804 "regarding the power of the Board of 
Control to compel the Court cl Directors to send out a despatch counter¬ 
manding the abolition of ihe College, and on the question whether Ihe King 
in Council lias authority to compel the Court to send out such despatch." 
Tho Court appears to have acted under ihe compulsion of ihe Board of 
Central. The result of Ihe frequent reference to Counsel was that a Bill was 
drafted declaring the powers of the Board of Control with reference to the 
East India Company (India Office Records, VoL 488, H. 5 * Mite*), 

Having now followed the fortunes of the College in its »truggki\for 
existence, and having seen its narrow escape from being strangled In Its birth, 
U will be interesting to glance at its origins! constitution,

The Barftbar group cnnxbti of three principal peaks, Murti, Sanriaglri 
and SlddlieavarsL Immediately to the south of the latter peak are situated 
four of tlie seven wdMcnown caves called by the villagers the Sfltghar, all 
of which have insa-iptltm™, the oldest in Pali irCfe first dedplicted by James 
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Prinsep and published in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal in 
1837. General Cunningham (Archeological Reports, Vah 1) derives the 
name from Bara awftra or Great enclosure which may refer to the enclosure 
south of the Siddhesvara temple, a space which is naturally protected on all 
ikie* except on the south-east and north-east, where are the remains of 
old walls and of two roads made of large boulders leading down to the 
plain, or the name may refer to the enclosure to the east near the NagSrjunl 
Hill, where are also remains of old walls. The enclosure on the hill is now 
best approached by a series of small 3 teps cut on the smooth ronnded face 
of the granite rock near the Piital Gang! spring. At the top of the steps, 
where the path [Kisses through the old wall, the name of a pilgrim Karma 
ChandAl is cut on a boulder. This pilgrim has alio cut his name in the 
Kama Chop^r cave and on a rock just across the river a couple of miles 
to cast. 

The first case is called the Viswlmitra, the inscription states that 41 King 
Ptyadasi “ (The Humane, the title Asoka gives himself) "twelve years after 
his consecration bestowed this cave in the Khalati Hill on the Ajivikas.” 
The date of the cave is therefore 257 B.C. Tbe word Ajivikehi is partly 
hacked out but still legible as the letters were cut deep (Fig. 1). Khalati

The 
Ajivikas were an order of ascetics, connected with the Jains, inveterate 
oppooents of the Buddhist*, they went about naked, and are frequently 
mentioned in Buddhist texts. The entrance to the cave which faces south 
is polished and measures %% feet wide by 6^ feet high and 14 feet deep, 
a doorway with doping jambs leads to an inner chamber which is unfinished.

The Gopi ka kitbh& or Milkmaid's cave h on the south side of the hill 
about half of the way up ; it U readied by a flight of steps. The inscription 
on the outside above the door is intact though very much weathered, tritb 
the exception of the first word Gopi it Is the same as that on the Vahiya and 
Vadathl caves. The cave measures 46^ feet long by 19 feet wide, the 
ends are semi-circular, the vaulted roof is io>£ feet high.

M The ithislriout Yagra Varraa was a i'diice whose greatness consisted in 
free-will offerings. His reputation wa= unsullied as ihe Moon, He was 
renowned amongst the M artta! Tribes: and although he was by descent, 
by wisdom, courage, charity and attar qualities, the fore leader of the royal 
line; yet from the natural humility of his temper, he disturbed not 
the powerful ocean His auspicious son, Sandula Virraa a prince whose 
magnificence flowed as it were, from the tree of imagination, displayed the 
ensign of royalty hi sacrifices, and the world was subdued by his infinite 
renown.

B ear to Cocks-Toot Mountain. described *n the September 
number of thiF journal, are two modem villages Kurkihir 
find Pun&wi, the former s or 6 miles to north-east and iht 
latter 2 miler to north, both of which art built near the 
sites where once stood important Buddhist temples. 

General Cunningham derives the name of the first 
from Kursk vihfira (€ock f » temple) and conjectured that the Ihree-peaked 
Cock's* Cbot Mountain was one of the hills forming a part of die long range 
north of the village. The real CockVfoot Mountain does not appear as 
three*peaked from this direction. Then; can be little doubt that there was 
some connection between the Cock's vihSra and the Cocksfoot Sangh&rima 
or Monastery, the best Images found at both are of the same line workman* 
ship, unsurpassed by any that have been found elsewhere in Magadhn, ft is 
noticeable that at KurhihUr there are none of the later heterodox crowned 
images of ike Ruddha nor of the late elongated pattern of votive stupas as 
fo und in the Iiasra Kol. tn the year 1X48 Major Kittoc carried off from 
here ten cart loads of Images which am now In the Calcutta Museum 
and in igoj some other images were also removed to the Museum including 
a very fine AvaJokira $859) represented as seated In the teaching 
attitude in the Potalaka cavern, with the five Dhyjini Buddhas seated In 
niches in the rocks above hrs head. The sculptures are of the FRla dynasty 
period [£15*1193}. 

On approaching the village the first thing noticeable a a large tank which

Ouse to the two designs referred to is a superficial cutting five feet square 
aboui an inch deep, the surface being levelled. There are two other such 
squares—further east the same size and one of eight feet and two square and 
one circle measuring three feel; herealsoaretwo sets of parallel lines four feet 
apart and over sixty feet long running east and west, as if marking out the 
place of a wall. East of the boulder sheltering the two diagrams sure the 
remains of an old building ; several round stone blocks about three feet in 
diameter and one and .5 quarter feet thick lie scattered about and there are 
two raked square tables four inches high formed by cutting away the sur¬ 
rounding rock, one Is three feet square and the other rather smaller. At the 
eastern extremity of this ridge on a fiat boulder is cut the ground plan of u 
iinnll temple with pillars ill each corner and a centre shrine, the square pillar 
bases are still lying below in clefts of the rock. There are also many quarry- 
big mgrks showing where pillars, ttC,, have been excavated. 

On the east side of KauwA do! Jus! below thU level »p&ee are the 
remains of a temple of which thirteen pillars are now standing. They 
vary slightly but on an average measure 0 feci high lO Inches at apex and \6 
in (ho at base. In the south-west comer is a cokaml statue of the Buddha in 
the witness attitude, eight feet high, exclusive of pedestal (Fig, 3 ), This is 
by far the largest statue now left in Magadha. the next to it in sire being 
one at Baxagmon near Bihar. The Inscription on the pedestal ia Ihe Buddhist 
creed in character* ol the gth or loth century The stone siep shown m 
Front is Accurately centred and marked with line*, the floor is made of 
large tapering pillar-like block?.

At the village Lat. mne or ten miles north-east of Dharawat. lying in the 
lielda as it was left hundreds of yean ago, perhaps over two thousand, ft a 
huge mortal it h, measuring fifty-three and a quarter fret long* forty inches at 
base and thirty*f* inches at apex, the shaft has sixteen sides, the cmft are 
square, this was undoubtedly quarried at Elaralvar, and was, one must suppose, 
on tts way to Fatalipotra, its position indicating that it was being taken 
towards the old pilgrim road which led fitiift that place to Rljogiiha. About 
a hundred years ago, Maharaja Mitrajit Singh of Tikiri tried to remove the

In 17L4 Mr Bnjoke, then about d'ghftan, arrived m Bmgal, and was 
immediately appointed an ensign *n Captain Ironside's battalion] uf sqjoy^ 
(the tenth}, which. - tartly ifiei live battle of Buaar, one of the most 
critical uniT important viclcrrit-^ in the history of British wars in India," joined 
the army under the cammarnl of Major, afterwards Sir Hector Monro. U, 
hh fiml campaign against Cossim Ah Khan and Elijah Dowla, Ensign 
Brooke obtained a small separate command, was victor lit an engagement near 
Allahabad, taking the places lie was sen t against, and saving the life- u f Major 
A, Forbes Auebmuly, whd was surrounded in a village by severrd thousand 
horse, hy forcing his way through them fftrh twenty-eight men of Hie rear- 
guzrd arid defending the place tlU ndfcvwJ. He plaited the English colour? 
n the Fart if Calpee, in the remarkable engagement with the Maharattaa on 
Ibe banks of the Jumna in 176 5 ^vhen he commanded the advance-guard. 
Under Lord Ulve f s government, when the officer; resigned on account of the 
hatta in 1766, Mr, Brooke marched with the t>tb battalion, which lit- com¬ 
manded, from Stw&iepore to Allahabad, surprising ederity, and thereby 
arrived, in time to prevent a serious mutiny. 

In 1767 he accompanied the detachment sent by the Bengal Government 
to the aid of the presidency of F<*t St, Grorgc. then pressed by Ryder Ah,

remain, hut the early and too tragic dose of such a scene; when the whole 
was saved by one of those happy expedients which bring the knowledge of 
human nature Into the ranks of human dcstnidbm, And ritmpllfy the proud 
ascendancy of mind 

" Captain Brooke had received a severe contusion in the escalade of I he 
preceding night; + fouf companfe* nf hi* battalion formed the bagg.rgc-guard 
tn the lower (oft* and ike rick, wounded, and followers, had of course been 
sent to the sArne protection. He saw theimpending peril ; Die enemy was 
too much occupied t" attend to an fodgiufkant bagguge-guard , he collected 
the whole of his little garrison, with every sick and wounded mans who was 
able; m crawl two guns, which had been thrown into the place, were dragged 
by volunteer f dlnwm, and in untied by wounded artillerymen ; i.nd with this 
crippled equipment he moved, by a concealed but circuitous route, to the 
summit of a flat nock, which he had marked a* the scene of his operation ; 
his two gun* with gnrpe opened with the utmost vivacity on the thickest and 
most formidable mass of the enemy's left flank, every voice which accom¬ 
panied him exclaiming, at the ^ame (Warn, " buz*a Uuua 1 Smith, Smith,

Thr cty of Smith was murmured through the masses of thg enemy, and 
re-echof*! with exultation from the English ranks j friends and enemies be* 
h’eved tliat his division had arrived ; order and energy' revived together; 
regulated movements ensued s and m a few minute*, the hordes, which had 
pressed forward with Impatience on the Sr destined victims, were, by a spell 
mure potent than the force of magic, driven onwards in every direction, 
excepting that of the supposed Smith Colonel Wood, on discovering the 
stratagem to which Im? was indebted, availed himself of the respite thus 
acquired, to assume a more regular disposition: the oblong fe£i| T which has 
been desorbed, formed the centre of the new position, and the remainder of the 
force was dfspesed, in connection with It, in such a manner as togTra entire 
confidence to the troops, the slope of the hill towards the enemy, which was 
tolerably free from it mm being the miwt accessible part of the position. 
Hydcr was nut slow in discovering the error, which had rescued the English 
Trom bis grasp, and returned with indignation to resume the attack, the whole 
of his cannon Jr, dudlng those captured in The early part of the day, were 
brought to bear upon ihc position ; and he even made the desperate attempt 
to charge up the hill with his cavalry . but the day closed upon these in¬ 
effectual efforts, and left Colonel Wood in possession of the field of battle ' 

A report of this affair was despatched to Colonel Smith, at Colar who 
immediately joined Colonel Wood 1 * division ; and, to denote die sense he 
entertained of the fertile mind and gallantry of Captain Brooks Colonel Smith 
presented his sword to this officer in front of the army. The Bengal Govern* 
ment, as a mark of its special appro batten, gave Mr. Brooke (December 
1767] his Captain s cortumsamn, although there was then no vacancy. 

The Government of Madras having made advances for an accommoda* 
ttort soon after tins. Captain Brooke waft despatched as envoy to Hyder ATI, 
but the term* of which tie was the hearer were rejected by liydet. The 
Madraa Government expressed great satisfaction at Captain Brooke's different 
negotiations with that IVioce, which are detailed in Colonel WflVa* History - 
After commencement of hartflftlea, Captain Brooke defended 
CuddaJore agauut Hydcr. who encamped round the town for ^veru! dm 
with his whole force. J 


Tbe sense which the Government at home entertained of the soviees 
of the services of Captain Brooke is evinced in their letter to Bengal dated 
toth Apr .1 i; 7 =. wherein they speak in Ugh terms of In, - very gallant 
conduct and direct the Bengal Government to signify ,heir approbation to 
him and to embrace every opportunity of yielding him such advantageous 
marks of favour as the rules of the service can possibly entitle him to."

English „ and at the peace, in 1775 . his health having been greatly jmpdfed 
by hard wrrlce, he left India, 

Captain Brooke re l turned to Europe with an easy competency and settled 
irt the country of hi* birth. He embarked Ills fortune, with philanthropic 
rather than mercantile views, in the establishment <il a eottcin manufactory, 
upon dir extensive scale, in the county ol Kildfirr. lift objects hiring to afford 
employment to }ier-'*rw of ill Ages, in order that they might obtain the means 
of support. and of giving 1 heir children a moral mid religion* education. 
To hi* genuine pairiollim, in tins undertaking the record* of (he Irish 
Parliament lieai Ample and limn unable testimony, Bui tiie meuns of Captain 
Brook* were not co-estenslvo with the benevolent views; through want cif 
capital and other ciutses, the project failed, and Captain lirooko lost his entire 
fortune by an act which exalted hi* character fur Integrity and philanthropy. 

He now (Hdilioncd the Ontnpu^f for leave to return with hi* rank to 
Tlengal ; but Ids request could uol hr: complied with consistently with the 
ruk* of 'he lervice, owing to the length of time he hud been abteiit Thu 
Government of St Helena happening then to become vacant, the Cmut 
without beslfattmi conferred it upon Mr, Brooke. 

The services which he rendered in the capacity > t Governor of Si. 
Helena were important previous to his arrival the slaves cm the island 
were at the mercy of their proprielara, except as to life and limb ; a» i 
to limit t 5 irdit, ih'-i large authority •..>■ in mod eajpe-t, tempered tirfili human¬ 
ity. the sound kioih that, where uncontrolled pourer is given by erne class of 
men over anulher, U h liable, if not aure, to tend to tyranny, influenced 
Gmemot Brooke and induced Ium to obtain from the East India Comp.itty the 
enactment of a code erf Lkw? whkh whilst they limited the power of masters 
on the one band, effectually secured their jttal rlghij on the oil ter, and 
remitrmi migimrate^ the umpires between both parties, a* has been recently 
done in the West in dies. Where the system of slavery had lung been in 
existence, such an hmovutiurq at that lime, could not be expected to be 
popu^u but the tone of public upinmn soon harmonised with the humane 
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tcnl rnr/riL- >>f their philitntkr .ipie Governor, and, featured fay a congenial 
character, Governor Walker the slavef-mvoofe of Sl Helena even out- 
sliippcd the vkw a of * heir Util reformer, and shivery has been for same time 
extinguished at 5L Helena 

Amongst the other humane and judicious measures of Governor Brooke, 
m&v be etiumrrated the suhatftuthm of labour for flraging in the garrison , 
i he skilful defences ,nd military arrsnyemeJits whereby he secured the island 
from external attack : the establishment of 3 code of signal- for the titead , 
the conveyance of a current of water to the valuable lands of Longwood and 
I Kid wood, a tract of r r $co acres of good ground previously destitute of 
water: and the eocsfcmcticri of a new landing-place, with crane, stairs, 
tewrvuij and moorings fur boats, a measure which has saved not only time 
and money, but the lives of seamen.

On 51b November ht left for China, t/iA Mexico and the 
Philippines, then came to PondJehery where he offered himself to undertake 
a new Minion in the Nicobai Islands, The manner and date >1 his death 
and of hb companion, Father Peter Bonnet, remain a mystery. Father 
C Somincrvogtl’i note hi Bibl dt /a C. ds /, that Father Faura died 0 in the 
Madura Mission on and November 1714, appears unacceptable.

Oar ship was to lake orders from the Court of Spain to various places of 
America, Wc went first to Carthagena, $e llien to Vera Cum, Thence, we 
continued our journey on foot up to Mexico, where we joined several other 
Missionaries on the point of embarking For the Philippines. 

VVY net sail on the 50th af March 1yc 9 . twenty-three k stilt* * in number, & 
the ittlrel June of the same your, we discovered the Marianne Islands,* conse* 
crated by the blood of several of our Martyrs, the most illustrious of whom was 
the venerable Father Diego Luk de Sanvitores, the Founder of that Misriori.f 
Wc halted there only the time required to take in ( 272 ] some refreshments ; 
hut, on leaving, we were not the same number ul Jesuits: sis were left there, 
who were absolutely wanted to relieve the ancient Missionaries, most of them 
worn out with age & unable to attend to the duties of their ministry. 

After wc Had I a ft the Marianne Islands, only three hundred leagues 
separated ur> from the Philipp inti The fiat calms which took 119 at the end 
of our voyage determined the Officers & the Pitots to make for the harbour of 
poJafia, where they intended remaining until the beginning of the monsoon. 
We were thus obliged to leave the ?hip& pas^ mto small vessels, on which 
we could range very near along the coasts & pursue our voyage under shelter 
from the w i nd„ 

The people if Lire Philippines call these vessels ft is a kind 

of small galley with oars -& sails, having on tins sides two wings made of big 
reeds to break the waves of tin sea, k kcrep on the water, ! i is 3 dreary & 
dangerous method of travelling During three weeks we were in greater 
danger of perishing than we f 373 J had beeu in during the seven months it 
had taken us to cross the vast seas to the north and south Of the three 
Ctmuaej, on which the wbek party of the Missionaries had been distributed, 
the biggest one was wrecked Si the so yen Jesuits who were on board would 
have been drowned but for the prompt assistance of the Indians who saved 
them swimming.

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The two other Caracefiit tQ one of which I was, were not spared by the 
itorm. Unable to resist <1 ny longer the violence of tbe wind, & the fury of 
the waves, our Pilots scudded, & made for a harbour which we reached 
safely. 

We pursued our journey by land to CariU * a small town three leagues 
frrua Manilla, We had the consolation of passing through several parishes 
of this new Christianity, which strikes me as the most flourishing it) the whole 
of India. Mom than once I admired the fervour of those new converts to 
the faith, & their docility in listening to the vokc of their Pastors, The 
young people of both sexea go regularly twice or three [ 274-] times a day 
to the Church tn get instructed in the principles of Religion, St sing the 
pnrisies of God The head4 of families allow their homes to be governed by 
the advice of the Missionaries ; hence, one sees hardly any disputes among them, 
or, if any arises, it is always settled without lawsuit, & generally to the 
satisfaction of the two parties. Nearly all those Islanders are divided 
itUQ tight hundred paribhfc*, directed by different Missionaries, whose 
labours are well rewarded by the great ex ample < ol virtue among their 
Neophytes. 

When L think of the flourishing condition of that Mission, I consider it 
to be the fruit of the seal & piety of the Kings of Spain, who, in conquer¬ 
ing those l&l.mds, had much more regard for the intoitits of Religion than 
for their own : K indeed, the interests of a Christian J ncct can be dissociated 
fmm those of Religion. 

i attribute it next to the personal merit of the Ecclesiastics & the 
Religious who have until now cultivated & slill cultivate that portion of 
lhe Inheritance of Jesus Christ: for all the Communities in Manilla [ 275 ] are 
particularly careful to furnish to that Mission nunc but excellent subjects, & 
their zeal lua always been seconded by such regularity of conduct as to 
deaerve for * -very great many of them the glorious reputation of Saints & 
the precious surname of Apostk-i 

Lastly, ft seems to me that what lias most contributed to the welfare 
of the Church of the Philippines, is the division of all those Islands between 
the secular anti the regular clergy, *0 that some are the sole Pastor* of a Pro¬ 
vince, while the rest liave no part in it* Tills ensures unalterable peace 
among all the Evangelical labourers: away from disputes & contestations, 
they busy themselves solely with the sanclifkation of the souls entrusted to 
them, & are ns closely united to otic another ss if they ware jj) of the same 
Order.

In the mouth of August of the year 170$, he left Manilla with D, Miguel 
de Elorfaga, a very experienced captain, who had offered to conduct him ; 
& he arrived within sight of japan on the 9th of October ; They went 
as near to the shore a* they could Having perceived a fulling boat they 
were of opinion to send someone in the longboat to take mformatinEt, They 
made use fot this of a Pagan Japanese accompanying M. de Sidoti, 
who had promised to the Governor to enter Japan with the Missionary, & keep 
him hidden, if uctessSLry. The Japanese boarded the Wishing’boat, & spoke 
some time with the fishermen; fa/yj but their answer mtimidsterf him so

though the latter showed by divers signs that there was nothing to fear. 

The Japanese having returned to the -Mp, M. do Sidotl questioned him 
in the presence of the Spanish Officers, fils only answer was that they 
would not he able to enter Japan without exposing themselves to the manifest 
danger of being discovered, that no sooner would they have set foot on land 
than they would be fdeed & taken before the Emperor* a cruel & blood¬ 
thirsty Prince, who would forthwith make them die amidst the waist tortures. 

The trouble depicted on his face St some words which escaped hiin H 
made them judge that he had communicated M. de Sidotl's plan to the 
Japanese fishermen whereupon tire Afabd withdrew lo ^omc distance to pray 
to the Loid & ask Him to let him know which alternative lit should choose. 
He recited his office with much composure & then made his meditation 

About five o'clock Jrt the evening, bis prayers ended, he went to the Captain 
to inform him of his final resolution* [278] ** The happy moment has come, 
Sir," he said* " which I have so many years sighed alter : lujre we are at the 
gates of Japan, it is time to prepare everything to let me land in that long 
wished for country. You were kind enough to conduct me across a ^eu unknown 
to you, & notorious far so many shipwrecks ; kindly complete your work ; 
leave me alone among a people which, tn truth, h hostile to the Christian name, 
but which I hope to bend to the yoke of the Gospel; I Jean not on my own 
strength, but on the all-powerful grace of Jesus Christ fit on the protection of so 
many Martyrs, who, last century, shed their blood In defence of His name." 

Bom Ebriaga, though quite prepared to second M. I'Abb* de Sidoti's 
wishes, could not but represent io Jiim that he thought it advisable to defer 
hts landing a few days ; that it was likely his design was known to the fisher¬ 
men with whom the Pagan Japanese had spoken : that they wild keep a 
watch on him* & sdre him [379], the moment he would set foot In Japan « 
finally, that there was no risk in seeking another spot where it would be safer 
for him to effect a landing, 

These reasons mode no Impression on M. de Sidotl he answered to the 
Captain that, the wind being favourable, he ought to profit by it; that the 
more they would defer, the more they would expose liim to bring discovered ; 
that he bad made up his mind 8 t besought him to place no obstacle in the 
way of God's work. The Captain yielded to the Missionary's entreaties & 
had everything prepared to disembark him under cover Of tha ntghh 

Meanwhile, M Y Abb* de Sidotl wrote several letter*; * he recited the 
rosary with all the people of the crew, as is practised on board Spanish vessels 1

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he then addressed to them a short exhortation, at the end of which 
he asked publicly pardon From all the bystanders for the bad example 
Fie might Have given them, & in particular from the children, for nut having 
Instructed them with sufficient care in the principle* * of the Christian 
doctrine. [*8o] Finally, he kissed tire feet of the Officers, of the soldier* & 

slaves on board, , 

it was close to midnight, when he went down into the longboat with the 
Captain Si seven other Spaniards who wished to accompany him. He 
remained in prayer all the time spent in crossing at last, he got on land with 
some difficulty, because the batik where he was obliged to land, was very 

steep, , . . 

As scon as he had stepped out of the boa!, he prostrated hirnac I to us 

the ground* & thank God for the favour He had granted him in overcoming 
all the difficulties opposing his entrance Into Japan, Those who accompanied 
him, wished to follow him somewhat inland. Dom Carlos cte Bomo n whuwas 
among them, & who had been entrusted with M. i'Abbc de Sidotis belong- 
mgs, had the curiosity to what the parcel contained : he opened it, 
& Found in It, as his only chattels, a chapel* .t boa containing the Holy 
Oils, breviary, the Imitation of Jesus Christ, two Japanese Gram¬ 
mars, some devotional books, a crucifix of Father Michael Miitrilly, lilt 
Jesuit ,* a picture [281] of the Blessed Virgin, & divers engravings of 
Sainls.t 

When they had walked some time together, the time for die separation 
came. With much trouble Dom Eloriaga compelled M- I’Abbv de Sidoti 
to accept as an alms some gold coins, which he might stand hi need of to 
E ain the favour of the Japanese. While he pushed further into the interior, 
the Spaniards regained the shore, & took to their boat again. They reached 
their ship only about eight o'clock in the morning, & after running some 
danger From rocks & sandbanks, they arrived at last at Manilla on the rStli 

Hie same Captain Horn Elorfaga left ta-tl month with Father Stcardi 
Si another Jesuit Missionary, in search o i the Islands of fos Pafojs, otherwise 
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called the new Philippines.* * Father Sermno,t with several other Jesuit*, 
prepares to follow these two Missionaries, to [282] work with them for the 
conversion! of a great people living on those newly discovered Islands, 

On my arrival at Manilla. I flattered myself with the thought of being 
soon in China, which 1 had so long wished for, St from which we were separated 
by only two hundred & fifty leagues. Some hindrances which arose deter¬ 
mined me to go to the Cost Indies, & profit of the departure of a vessel 
which was setting sbII lor the Coromandel Coast. 1 separated from Father 
CazaJets.t who on his side, took measures with Father Nycl,§ to embirk on 
the first vessels leaving Manilla for China, 

When taking my decision, 1 waa undertaking to travel atilt more than 
sixteen hundred leagues ; but the hope that my journey would be at an cud 
in less than a year encouraged me. indeed, it came to mi end quicker and 
otherwise than l anticipated ; for, shortly after my arrival In the Indies, I 
entered Into new engagements with the Su|jcriors of those parts, with a view 
of executing a project formed tong ago to announce Jesus Christ to the 
Infidels 01 the Nicobar islands,

Is r ruber fertile In different kinds of fruits ; but, it produces neither 
corm nor rice, nor any other kind of grain ; the people live on fruits, fish, 

& very insipid roots Called fitfrts (rjfJfcfffWX.) 1 hr ) 1 isep, however, pretty large 
quantities of poultry (jutibs) & pigs . E but. die Islanders do not eat them . 
they tarter them, when any v«*d passes, against iron, tobacco & [284] 
doth \ they sell in the same way iheir fruiU, St their parrots which ate 
greatly eatecaurd fa India because none ipeafc 50 distinctly. One finds also 
amber & tin, & this sum* up all their wealth. 

Concerning the Religion of the Nfcobarese {Niw&a rfwfj, I tave 
succeeded In learning only that they worship the moon, & that they are In 
great fear of demons of Whom they have some rude notion. They are not 
divided fa to different castes or tribes, as the people of Malabar & Coromandel 
Eitn tbr Mohammedtrti have not been able to pen create among them, 
though they have spread so easily all over India, to tlic great prejudice of 
Qmstiamty- They have no public monument consecrated 10 religious 
worship, There are cn!y some Caves in lire rocks, far which those Islanders 
have great veneration, & which they dare not enter for fear of being molested 
by the devil. 

t shall tell you nothing of the manners, polity & form of government of 
the fticoburest. No one has penetrated far enough into the country to be 
well acquainted with It If lam happy enough [285] to be listened 10 by 
them, & to make them relink the truths I am about to preach to them,

The information received, after the two MissioJiarics had landed in die 
Nicobar Islands, is as follows. On thdr return from the Strait of Malacca, 
the two ships passed* by the seventh degree from the line, near one of the 
Islands. M. do Dcmaine went dose to it and had the longboat prepared at ontm 
to put the Fathers ashore. The separation did not take place without tear*. 
All tlic crew were moved to see wtib u-liac toy the two Missionaries were 
about to pot themselves at the mercy of a ferocious people, in Islands so 
little frequented. St entirely destitute of the necessaries of life. The vessel 
lay to, & ever* eye followed the boat, as Tt kept a long time coasting the island, 
without finding any spot for landing. The officer commanding the boat even 
thought already of returning Jo bis ship [2£3j, The Fathers begged him not 
lo lose heart they coasted the Island wane time longer, & finally they 
ftmntl a sufficiently convenient place, where they landed the Missionaries, 
4 ehr-jt containing their chapel & a bag of rite, a present from M, du 
Demaine. As soon as they found themselves on the Island, Urey knelt down, 
prayed & respectfully kissed the ground, to take possession of it in the 
name of Jesus Christ Then, having hidden their chapel & their bag of 
rice- they advanced into the woods, to find out the inhabitants. We shall 
know what their lot will have been only by the first vessels passing that way, 
Only then: particulars were received from M. du Demalne, who added that, 
before disembarking the Missionaries, he had noticed one of those Barbarians 
holding his arrows m his hands, who, after eyeing them rather long & 
proudly, had retired into the thick of the woods. 

Note. 

It was fn the big Island of the Nicobar* called Chambohn, the nearest 
to Adieu, that [2S9] the two Missionaries first landed. There they 
preached the Gospel about two years Si a half, tint we cannot say exactly 
wbut was the fruit of their preaching, 

From there they went to the other Id and?, chiefly to tbit coiled fti cobary, 
which is situated by eight degrees thirty minutes of latitude north. The 
Islanders there art gentle, affabk fr much more tractable thun the jreople of 
the neighbouring islands* Outing the Sen months that the Missionaries 
spent m that island, they gave » high jo opinion of their virtue that the 
Inhabitants saw them depart ■■ith extreme regret. These poor people 
represented in vain to liter Fathers the dang they exposed themselves to in 
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trusting to ihm ferocious & inhuman neighbours. They could not prcunl 
on them, & not to displease them. they wrere forced against their will 10 
conduct them to Chambctan or some other neighbouring island, for the 
fact could not be ascertained. 

The Missionaries were here hardly a fortnight, when they ended their 
life, doubtless by a violent & cruel death. The inhabitants of Nicobary have 
since reproached & are still reproaching thuf* of Chambolan with their death, 
sml the latter are badly worsted when trying to defend ihemidves, 

It even 5 *em& that the phantom of their crime is ever present before their 
eyes. When one of our brigantine* appeared in the St, George's Channel 
winch passes near that island, they were seised with at the sight of the 
white flag. They refused far over an hour to come on board, shouting from 
thdr pirogues & begging In broken Portuguese that no km should be 
done them. 

[390] Our people, who did not kimw yet what they learnt afterwards 
In the neighbouring islands, promised them without difficulty complete 
security [ but the countenances of lho*e barbarians, when they asked them 
*«** ** ,[h? made them judge that the Fathers had been 

massacred. The Chief uf the Indians answered in a tremble that they had no 
knowledge of them ; another pulled him by I be arm ; all looked disconcerted 
& dismayed. 

This was about lytSj&the French, after having the Island of Chambohm 
passed to Nicbbuy, ivtmre they learned all that we lave here noted. All this 
we extract from tile dedicatory letter prefixed to the thirteenth volume of the 
old edition.

were compelled to abandon the country, without the cons dal 10a of having 
made even a single Christian, 

Such was the spiritual condition of the Hands, when Mgr. IliiairE 
Courvery, Bishop of B id apd is and Vicar Apostolic of Siam, sent Messieurs 
Chopard and Beaury to make another effort. They left Singapore at the 
end of January 1842, mid went to Pulo-Pmang; to make the necessary 
preparation*. Money being useless, they took in a stock of knives, scissor*, 
doth, n small pharmacy and the wooden frame work f , cabin Mont 
EigamM (bter Mgr. Bigandet of Rangoon fame), who was then at Fuln- 
Finang, gat them on board a Chinese jim k, die pilot of which was one of hfil 
i hristians of Mergin'. 

On February 5, Saturday, they landed at Teressa. Ou February 7, 
when they* went down again to the mosi important agglomeration In the 
island, they were not a little surprised m be accosted hy 3 young man. who 
had gone tu Goa on boaid a European vessel, and knew some English and 
Portuguese. Providence aent them a friend; for, after much opposition from 
the Inhabitants, they were at last allowed, through his influence, to effect a 
landing for good. Alas l while thdf modest belongings were being brought to 
the shore their cabin was lost at sea, and they hud to put up, with extreme 
discomfort to tlicmhekes, in one of the native hut*, A wretched ladder 
led up to it. and the $ittolcc, the heat, the of air made it a veritable 
purgatory on earth. 

They had with them two Malay young men, their servants, who had 
accompanied them. The next few days, they were constantly visited by the 
natives. Their medicines were soon in great demand, and plenty of provisions 
were given them in return. What strike? us h the friendliness which the 
natives showed them from the first On February IS, they celebrated for the 
flirt time Holy Mass, "We do it in secret, because these good savage? are 
noi instructed in our adorable mysteries" 

On February 35, Lhdr Chinese junk was sighted again, and their first 
tetter for France were dispatched, Less than a month after their landing, 
both Missionaries fdi ill, and M. Beaury died m the night of April 1-2. 
M, Chopard wa* himself so unwell that he could scarcely perform the last 
rite^, over the tomb of his «?if /kin. It was, however, a great consolation to 
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him lb see the concern of ihr sav*®^ at the death of ins companion Jfj* 
ovrn tilnttis im\ mcraued In May he thought more than once he would 
dfc, hut me Iasi day* of June put an end to the ralinb, the stoimt end earth 
quakes, after winch they hid taken ill. On July *, the Fca=t of the 
Vishatron of Our Lady, he was so far convalescent thas he could celebrate 
Holy Mass once more. When able to move about again* he began hi 
tamest hh mi lustration s, learning the Uncage, instructing the nn?K Ci as 
best he ecroki, gaining their affection b> his medical skill.

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in hr* stead C hopst rtf's health had nave* completely: recovered from his 
illness at (be beginning of his stay in the Island, Still, it required much 
coaling on the pari of M* Remesr lo deckle Chopard to accompany him for a 
time to Mergni and recruit his shattered strength. The leave-taking on 
Mniinfla y Thursday, April jjj, ivas most affecting. The savages would not let 
go Fr* Chopard before he had solemnly promised to return. Tticy loaded 
him with presents of fowls, pigs, yama* orange*, cocoa nuts, plantains. One 
young mm pressed some twenty turtle-doves oa his acceptance. There was 
such plenty that, to get fid of it all, Ft. Chopard had to give away part of 
his presents 10 the Chinese on board. 

At iVIcrguy, Fr, CbapArtI found a bundle ol letter fot him : tetter5. from 
his brethren in the Mission, letters from Bishops* tetters from hU mother, from 
whom he had out heard those test v.vo years, in Singapore and Pulo-Ptnang 
tlwy had long thought him dead. Thank* tp the kind care of the many 
friends whom he found at Mergui, his, health milted, so ranch so that in the 
beginning of November J843 he returned to Tcrcssa accompanied only by a 
young man. belonging to art honour able family of Merge I, * who preferred to 
become a savage, he also, in order to help the Father, and die with him, God so 
permitting. 11 His savages received him back, as children welcome tbc return 
of a father after a long absence. And now, he set to work lib real earnest It 
did not last Long* On December 2. i, he fell the first attack of a fever which 
was destined gradually to carry him off. Still* Jit held cm, applying himself 
to the study of (he native languages. He translated into the Nicobar 
language the Our Eaikr*, lhe H&it Maty, the Ctttd. anti other prayers for the 
use of bii catechu mens, He must have compiled a dictionary, too { for he 
complain* of the poverty qJ the language and estimated It did not contain 
more than *,500 worth*. " A serloua difficulty,' 1 he writer, H consisted in writ* 
ing this language. Finding nothing appropriate itt the language of ths 
neighbouring peoples, 1 have adopted the Roman character. ' He also opened 
2 umall school. "Deprived of the help of a press* 1 shall be obliged mean- 
white to write mi. aelf or get written the prayers and the catechism which my 
tdiadsn mu it learn ' 

More than once. If, 1 frupaxd had succeeded in preventing deed** uf 
violence buf, savage*. cabnJhfthH — ai they \vcrv considered by all travellers — 
were not to be *0 easily converted to sentiment* of cvai ordinary humanity. 
In an island near Teressa a cmv of 25 were murdered to a mm . their cargo 
wa» looted, and 10 teiut HO trace ef the crime Ihdr *Mp was set on fire 
Another day. a captain, who paid a vied lo M Ompurd, was (old without 
ciremutucution that, if they did nul kill him, It iv** thank- lo the Father* 

Between (he middle of February amt the month of April, Fr. Chop aid 

continually ailing. His legs, swollen enormously refused him all service 
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amt he wat a continual prey to fever. At the end of April 1844, M. 
rtisandet. then on the Tenasscrim Coast, instructed a French Captain, who 
was to pass Ihrough the Nicoba.s, to bring hint back, if he found hire 
senously ill. This was done accordingly. However much M. Chopard might 
emur, he understood that, In * be circumstances, it was th e oak nst an$ of saving 
a hfe which he wished to devoir wholly to the conversion of the Nkobaresc * 

Tire English doctor of Moolmdn succeeded In conjuring the malady. 
W:tb a new lease of life before him, M. Chopard went to Pulo-Pman S to 
concert ^astires for hfc At Pulo-Pinang, not one of his not 

even Ms Bigandeh could rccopikc him. “ So many Rtquitmi have been s^ld 

for my poor sou!/'he wrote, and the whole »r Ills physiognomy was so com- 

pfeteiy altered, that they took him for a phantom. 

A third expedition was set on foot Two young Missionaries, Mcssfcur? 
riaisam and Ucrampe, recently arrived from France, were to accompany him 
_ 5 P French vesselj bound for RougenJx, took them on board about 
1 >tli August 1S44, The three priests must have looked forward to making an 
agreeable voyage, in die company of their countrymen ;. but, .iran-e to say, 
and to the eternal shame of the French marine, they were subjected to every 
form of vexation, and had to listen to blasphemies against God and religion 
which pagans would have spared them. Pretence, or W-wfll, the Captain, 
instead of landing at Teresa, out them on the shores of Car-Nicobar. Here 
an English Captain more compassionate, or let us say more humane, picked 
them up and promised to cany them to Teressa. To mar thdrjoy, a terr ible 
accident occurred. The boat, which was taking thdt luggage on board, 
capsid and two ol the native tacv», natives from Bengal, were drowned. 

Fr. Chopard had scarcely landed at Teresa* when the fever again 
prostrated him His two companions were not spared* either. To add to their 
misfortune, the dispositions of the natives had entirely changed. It will be 
remembered that the crew of a vessel bad been massacred In an island near 
Teresa. In May, a European Captain was killed on the same spot The 
contagion of these examples spread to Teresa where a crew of from i S to 
20 men were done to death, their goods plundered and their ^ hip burnt And 
now, the punitive expedition, which bad been rent from the Coast of Tenas- 
serim, was laid at the door of the missionaries. M. Lacrampc was forced

jT is custom *ry to date the French Commercial activities in 
Bengal on a considerable scale, from Dupleix (1731); but a* 
a matter of fact between the Founder of Chandemagar and 
the man who virtually made it the centre of French trade in 
India, had intervened no less than six Directors-General of 
French Commerce in Bengal; and these enterprising French 
merchants had spotted the great emporiums of Indian merchandise and had 
established factories and equipped them with the men and money at thdr 
disposal; it was they that had prepared the ground from which the master 
mind of Dupleix was to reap such a splendid harvest 

In 1686. M. Duplessis had secured a patta from Ibrahim Khan, Nabab of 
Bengal, and laid the foundation of the •• loge " at Balasor. The Company had 
taken up position at " Cassimbazard * in 1697 but owing to some local distur¬ 
bances it was temporarily given up only to be re-occupied in 1707 on the 
strength of a concession granted by Mahammcd Azim Shah In 1721 the 
Company purchased a village called * Bamangatty ** covering .in area of 
about 2 kilometers square. The “loge" at Dacca was founded In 1722. 
Jougiiia, near Chittagong, was conceded to the French in 171a 

But the history of the French East India Company in Bengal from 
Deslandes to Dirois is buried In obscurity. I shall place at the disposal of the 
reader all that 1 have been able to unearth from the neglected heap of papers 
in the Government offices at Chandemagar, likely to throw some light, how¬ 
ever feeble, upon this obscure period; and in the present article I shall confine 

ray notes to the period when Hooghly was yet the headquarters of the French 
East India Company.

She adds that she has M remis avant aa prison neuf sacs tic tmm (cowries) 
entre Its mains de Sr, Blcthon 1 ’ who will render an account of them 
Anthonie Blethon was the Treasurer of the Company at Hooghly, The 
cause of her imprisonment does not appear, 

In the testament or one Balt a.nr Ren II dated 1st May 1705, mention 
is made of a hospital belonging to the Royal Company of France at Hooghly 
where the testator lies ill and where the will fa node; among other things 
left by the testator Is a bale of mousse line (muslin) containing tgtf pieces 
and 14 sacs of rice entrusted to a Mahomedan Merchant. 

Merchant vessel* of the French Company sailed up to the ' Royal Pori’ 
of Hooghly as Is evident from the following extracts from a deed of sale dated

the Utter end of the month of November 1:759. Major 
Cailtaud arrived at Fort William with a reinforcement of 
ir^jfxs from Fort St. George, to succeed Colonel Give and 
Colonel Ford in the command >f the army in Bengal, both 
of whom, in the month of February following, quitted India 
to return to Europe, 

The disputes with the Dutch were by this time entirely at an end . yet 
the English troop* still continued (n the field, for it was deemed necessary 
by Colonel Clive (when he could do it with security) to send another 
detachment this year to the westward to aid the Nabob in opposing the 
incursions of Shah Zadah, upon the borders of his dominions. 

Early in this month, the Shah Zadali, reviving his former plan, began to 
entertain the same views, which had fit the preceding campaign been 
defeated by the skill and enterprise of Colonel Clive. An unpardonable 
negligence on the one side, and the usual and known caprice of the people 
of the country, ever aspiring after novelty, on the other, afforded him both 
the time and means he wished for, and encouraged him with no unreasonable 
expectation of a happy turn in his favour. 

From thr time Colonel Give left tbs field, no troops had been sent by 
Ramnarrainj the Go vert tor of Fatna ; nor were there any other measures 
undertaken by him to re-establish the internal tranquillity, or to secure the 
boundaries of the province. The petty Rajahs of the Inferior districts were 
disregarded ; and. while the whole country remained unsettled and every chief 
was setting up for himself, these people, utterly neglected mid unobserved, 
embraced the lucky moment to assert an independency, and afterwards 
united with that power which they trlisted could best support them In it 
There were some included whom a due ascendancy might have still kept 
in awe. and preserved faithful to their duty ; but, being under no control 
whatever, they readily accepted of the offers which were made to them by 
the opposite party. Others, again, and these not a few, or unimportant, sent 
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secret and repealed invitations lu die Prince, and assurances of support when¬ 
ever he should exert himself. These.* were a people studious only of their 
own advantage, eager to perplex, and to profit from the misfortunes of the 
limes, and prepared 10 join with any side that should prove most powerful. 
From such errors, and from mdi people, the party of the Shah Zadah, 
at the latter end of Hjk yeai 1759, began insensibly to Le restored and his 
faction to extend, inconsiderable in the beginning, and so weak, that had a 
body of one thousand hone only been properly disposed at firit, they might 
have then effectuated, what forty thousand proved iustilbdent for afterwards, 
and the name of the Shah Zarfah would have no more been heard of. About 
this time, likewise, ihere was another favourable incident, which contributed, 
more than aU the rest, to augment the number of lus friends, to add dignity 
to his name, and to assemble fresh followers to his standard. The present 
young and enterprising Vizier, Ghazc GTJeen Khan, by tile murder of a 
former King, rai*d Allumgeer, thr: father of the Shah Zadab, to the throne 
of Hindustan ; but. 3omc time after, being dissatisfied with his own election in 
the person of this Prince, he Imprisoned him, kept him in close confinement 
for several years, dmve his children (among the rest Shah Zadah) from 
Delhi* and at length, 10 complete his system, he murdered him also, and 
proclaimed another Sovereign at that capital. 

When the news of his father 1 : assassination reached the Shall Zadah, he 
did not long delay to advance his title to the inheritance of ids ancestor? 
He caused himself to be acknowledged King immediately by hfa dependants , 
he was recognized as such by his followers ; .and he demanded homage and 
obeisance from the Nabob oJ Bengal, Uia fight to the Crown being incon¬ 
testably a just one, many principal Rajahs were, on that cnnaiderattoir, 
induced to unite with him to support his cause ; and at the commencement 
o[ the year r?6b, he found himself at the head of an iirmy of thirty thousand 
men, with a much stronger and more popular claim than formerly. With this 
army he marched into die Nabobs dominions, eager to retrieve the 
disappointment of his East campaign. 

In this manner were affairs circumstanced, when an English detachment 
of three hundred men. with six field-piece:, anti one battalion of sepoys, 
commanded by Major Coillaud, joined to fifteen thousand horse anil foot, 
and twenty*five piece-; of cannon, Under the eldest sou oJ the Nabob, named 
Miram, moved from Moorsl led a bail, < m the i Sth of January, towards Patna. 
The army having gained the passes of Sucklisgully. which divide the province 
of Bengal from that of Baiun, by tin.* joth. were detained there seven or 
eight days In a negodariem with the Kxjah f Pur neah (a person whom 
there will be again occasion to mention), who, from some difference arising 
between the Nabob and Sum. had collected force* to the amount of six or 
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seven thousand men, and threatened to declare for the Shah Zadah. Major 
Cdll&ud, hr)wevur t unwilling at such a juncture to leave an enemy in H!a rear, 
interposed to effect a reconciliation, These dispute* were, for a short time, 
arnica I ly compromised , and the armies wem again permitted to pursue thdr 
M arch. 

The Shah Zadah, during; thb period, had penetrated as far as Patna, with 
a design to attack Ram narrate, the Governor of that city, before he could 
be assisted by the forces then marching from MoorshedabarL Ramoarrain. 
IliOUgh lie liad been so inattentive to his enemy at a distance, and, while 
regardless of him, so unmindful of the real interests of his master, now 
amply provided for hk own defence, and to oppose hl$ further progress- He 
had completed ht* forces in December, when the danger became more 
immediate, 10 rhe number of forty thousand, with twenty pieces of cannon : 
he was reinforced with 70 Europeans, two field*pieces, and a battalion of 
sepoys, under the command of Lieutenant Cochran, from the English factory ; 
and the Shah ZmJ&h found feltis army encamped under the walls of 
the city. Upon hi* approach, Ramiiarrain moved something nearer to him * 
and the two camps were many days within a short distance of each other s 
but nothing mure parsed than a few skirmishes be tween -mall parties ; for 
Major Caillaud had wrote (Kjremptoiy instructions to Ram narrate, to protract 
the time by every means in his power, and upon no cou^i deration whatever to 
hazard a battle until his arrival. The same was the purport of tht^abob his 
master"- 1 positive erttera to him , and for a tittle while he prudently observed 
them* and kept his army in! ranched wit hin strong lines, purposely to avoid 
an action, but long before ill dr junction with him could be formed* this rash, 
inconsiderate man. even at ihc very moment, too, justly Jealous of the 
fidelity of many of his commanders* deluded by some Imaginary advantage, 
dated with a confidence In his forces, or buoyed up with the hope of 
0 victory 1 * the honour and merit of which would devolve solely to himself, dtcyt 
■nit bts *rmy on iht ;vh of February, offered battle U< the Shah Zacbh, 
and. after a short contest was entirely ctefenied. 

Yet, to do justice to his personal conduct, it muaL he owned Ram narrate 
himself behaved with distinguished gallantry fighting hand to hand with one 
of Ihc Shah Zadsh's principal commanders ( be was wounded in several 
(jarti of his body, and lost two fingers of hb right hand. The chief cause o! 
his defeat was the patting the English troops too far from his own person, 
and the desertion uf the three most powerful Rajahs of hb party, one of 
whom attacked die English, another fell upon hb rear, and the third rode 
clean off iu ihc heat of ilic action. By the defection of these, the remainder 
of hr. after 4 ihiut bu* abfe remittance, betook themselves to Night* 

^nd left him defended only hy b few o: h:? household troops, assailed on every 
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side* THr, elephant he was mounted upon kneeling, lire tiowdab atmast cut 
<}ft frijTn his back, and it last rcdiiCtd t- the tttmou extWttlity, be was 
compelled taseud Tor siieeti-ur to the English, Lieutenant Cochran, Ensign 
Windebleck, and 'Mr, Batwd! (a ymmg grmleman «d the English factory, 
who v.'cnt that day a volunteer to the battle,} instantly matched to 
his relief with four hundred sepoys ThEs Tit lie body pierced through 
every obstacle to hh aid, and, Attacking with great spirit the party by 
which he was surrounded. enabled him to -effeed his retreat into i’atnn 
Tile enemy* however, pushed this advantage with great impetuosity, again 
and again repulsing fresh parties which advanced towards them * and, *i 
length, attempted to re-unite themselves ro their own body hut before they 
could accomplish it, Cochran, IVindeMcck arid hfanvelj were killed , and the 
sepoys being left without an officer! the horse broke in among therrh and cut 
must of them to pieces, only one Serjeant and twenty-fi*o sepoy s escaping 
The rest -f the English troops, when tlrey perceived the day was irre- 
c i n p afr bly lost, made good thoii retreat to the city, having dung so much 
mischief where they engaged, that the enemy would no more venture to 
approach them, but opening to the right and left permitted them to pass 
ivithout Interruption: they left, indent, one fidd-piece spEkert behind them 
which b-SjJ broken down during the engagement Thu - concluded the battle 
of Muss impure m consequence of which the Shah Zaddi, without delay, 
invested Patna 

Thii -liege was of very short duration for KamnAiracn, though severely 
wounded, yet did >ies utmost to defend the city and at the same time 
contrived to deceive the Shah Zadah by y true Hindu spirit, of oegociating, 
-sometime* soothing him \i i;h the Slopes of a surrender, and imposing various 
other pretences to amuse him, until Major Orillaud and the young Nabob, by 
continued ami forced marches, arrived on Use fQth of February, within 
twentywdght miles of Patna. Alarmed at this- sudden and unexpected 
approach, tire Prince was obliged hastily to withdraw his army from before 
the town and he determined, without hesitation tv- advance toward* the 
Nabob and force him tn an mi mediate battle. He struck his camp the very 
mc.m morning, -old approached Ural day wiliun a short distance of ihe young 
Nabob'* advanccrl posts The day following, Lieutenant Cochran* sepoy* 
having joined ihe English troops Major Calllaud advised attesting ihe 
enemy directly , but the asjn?ct of tire star* not just then smiling the 
young Nabob, who forgot not, on so criticaE an occarioTi* to divine their 
indueiicc by his astrologers, the alhicL: was deferred until 22nd. when tkiy 
premind to be more propil \* m*. Accordingly on the ;jnd, early in the 
morning, Ml planetary (joints being ^ ijusted, the army marched towards the 
enemy, btfl before Urey arrived near thek camp Lire morning was «i far 
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ipetu by the insufferable delays ol the Nabob's march, that Major Cailhud 
was obliged to defer his intention us bringing on * baitfe until the following day. 
that he might have time enough before him: he therefore prepared to encamp 
within two or three miles or the enemy, is near a* he could well approach 
without alarming them too much. During the time the tents were pitching. 
Major Caillaud rode towards the camp of (lie enemy, to observe their posi¬ 
tion, and to view the situation of the intervening ground, Perceiving all 
«-|Liiet on their side, he took possession of two yi El ages, about a mile In the 
front of his own camp, but situated rather obliquely with respect to dial of 
the enemy, and nearly the same distance from the centre. In each of those 
villages were posted a company of sepoys, and the remainder of the same 
battalion four hundred paces !o the rear, t» support them in case of an ahum 
By >ome flying parties of horse, the enemy presently discerned the near 
approach the English troops had made toward* Litem ; upon which they 
brought up fiome pieces of camion in their front tn answer to this, the 
battalion of sepoys was ordered to move up ; and a picquei of European*, 
with two six-pounders. were detached from the camp to maintain the vfllhgt. 
After this, both sides remained quiet for an hour it the expiration of that 
time., notice wa? sent From the villages, that the enemy wore seen to be In 
malign on nil sides ; and Major Cail las id, hastening to an eminence on the 
left, found that they had struck their camp and were actually in full march 
A considerable body of horse rising soon after from behind a small hill on the 
right, and making directly towards tire village*, confirmed beyond a doubt 
thdr design to bring on an action that day. Orders were, therefore, instantly 
given for the English trerops to march and foi Ule young Nabob with his army 
to follow. On their arrival at the chosen ground, the English detachment 
was formed between the two above 'mentioned villages—the Europeans in 
the centre, the sepoys divided upon the right and left of them, the artillery in 
the inlervaU, and tire villages with a company os sepoys in each, upon the 
ilanki of the whole, and in this order, as the enemy .coined determined to 
attack, Major Caiillajid resolved to receive then]. 

The- young Nabob, by a very easy disposition before agreed on, and what 
the nature of the ground seemed to invite him to. was t0 have formed a second 
fine wiih his troops with a body of horse to cover each flank. From Ibis 
order the first line of the English troop, with the villages, would haw 
secured his (font, and hi* wings only would have been left extended : so that 
the enemy must first either have broken through the English, or have 
suffered a severe fire upon their flank in coming round to attack him ; bm. 
regardless of all this, lie crowded his whole arm} m a confused multitude 

ot ! ttlt n ^ },t 1 nor cou l d lilc mos[ pressing and repeated felicitations induce 
him lo alter hie position, or to form hb troops in a more distinct order; but 
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th=Jic they remained, ft body of 15,000 men, with a front of scarce 200 yards, 
in a tumultuous heap, and to this inflexibility had he very nearly sacrificed 
h t it Ii hitn sol f and peop] e 

The enemy came on with great spirit, though with much irregularity and 
in many se parole bod ids, after t he East er n rnai mcr of figh ling. [ n appea ranee 
they directed their principal effort to the left of the English, having stationed 
one large body there h the beginning, and now pushing on another to sup- 
port them, To give some check to this effort, the artillery was ordered a 
few paces in from ; and being directed to the left, a few discharges effectually 
repressed the ardour or their approach on that side. Unable to stand so hot 
a fire, they divided; some filed off towards their own right, but the most 
part kept still inclining, under cover of some banks and ditches more and 
more towards the left of the English, id I at last they got quite round into 
their rear. There they remained for sums time ; for an object of much more 
importance now diverted all attention the jthcr way, 

The enemy bad long deserted the young Nabob from the number of 
horse, elephants and standards with which he was surrounded, Their motion 
to the left appeared only to amuse the English : while led on by their most 
i^obitc commandos, they bore down the best and bravest of their troops 
against the young Nabob. This being observed, all live artillery was ordered 
to be drawn bp on the right, which, together with five or six large cannon in 
front of the Nabob, fired briskly a* the drat body of the enemy came on, in 
a long and deep column ; but four guns breaking down after a few discharges 
by the roughness of the ground, and the Nabob's cannon being quickly desert* 
cd, it produced little effect. Both sides were now closely engaged ^the 
enemy by the Nabob wit b great resolution—they charged in a tremendous 
maimer, horse and foot indiscriminately mixed, and with variety of weapons 
arrows, pikes, swords, match locks, etc. In about ten minuter the Nabob 
began to give way. The enemy pressed w, .Nile the Nabob only acted on 
1 he defensive. 

Al this critical juncture, Major CailUud ordered up a battalion of sepoys 
from the right, and Jed them on to succour the Nabob. The sepoys marched 
steadily, and drew up within forty yards of the enemy's flattie They poured 
iti one well detailed fire, and then 0 second ; after which they pushed on 
with their Uyoncts, and so much disconcerted the enemy,—already confused 
enough in making the attack, that they recdJed upon each other, and part 
immediately fled. The Nabob's horse, recovered by this seasonblc relief, 
galloped m amongst them at the instant of their confusion, and dispersed the 
reit; none cl them attempted to rally, and the whole plain as clear In 
half an hour as if no enemy had been near it But while they were thus 
repulsed in front, the party which at first had advanced on the left marched 
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round to the near, unobserved in live heal Of 1 he battle, .iru! plundered tb» 
English camp , hut most of the bapgagF, elephants, camels, etc., were 
recovered In the pursuit, which Uir approach of night proven ted continuing 
beyond two or three miles. The Action lasted near four hours. A very 
inconsiderable number fell on either side, but the rout was complete* The 
English lost a few sepoys only, and they Look seventeen pieces of cannon. Of 
note among the slain were an uncle of the young Nabob's and the two 
commanders of the Shall Zad&h, who led on the .ittack. The young Nabob 
himself reedvod two wounds hi his face mid usek with airovi?. 

Very little* If any, advantage whatsoever was derived from the victory at 
Seerpore, further than striking the enemy with a momentary bight ; nor did 
even their apprehensions subsist for any length of time. The young Nabob, 
conceiving bis wounds, though slight scratches, of a most dangerous tendency, 
immediately after ihe battle retired to Patna, and would neither pursue the 
Shah Zadah himsdh noi suffer part of hi«i horde to march with Major 
Call laud, who Impatiently and Incessantly urged him to ft* and offered, with 
any addition to his own small body, to follow the Shah Zadah, and, while 
troops were scattered* in amazement ai their S:ite defeat. nnd without a head, 
to drive him from the province Through jealousy, anxious lest the reputation 
of Major CailUud should increase to the extenuation of his own. or unwilling 
to crush an enemy at once, whom he was certain he could always reduce 
with the help of tbs English allies , an enemy, too, by whose existence 
alone he retained the power he then possessed, and the targe army he then 
commanded ; or from some such sin liter mo Lives, he absolutely refused to 
let the Major have a single man. Thus were those precious moment* lost, 
from the neglect of which have sprung Ml the mischiefs which have since 
ensued. Major Oil laud ordered hU troops to encamp between Patna, and 
the town of Bar. The Nabob escaped to Patna, and buried himself in hi* 
renana* 

The night of til* defeat, Lhe Sliah Z&doh Usd Lo the town of Bar, ten 
ini I era only from the field of battle The two following day* restored to him 
the greatest part of Ms dissipated forces, whom their ovm terror*, more than 
the reality of the danger, had dispersed. Upon recollecting his spirits, 
encouraging those of his people, and upon a review of his army, he found hi* 
affairs very far from being as yet In a desperate condition* Not many of 
his forces were missing; them was e<o enemy very near him; he had Lhc 
same resources as before, and the country was as open to him ax ever. 
Moved by these considerations, he resolved immediately to undertake some 
sudden enterprise, before any suspicion could be formtd of his lot being 
so soon repaired, or the truth of his designs be discovered. Among the 
many expedient which presented them^dve?', he fixed on one, which, at the 
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yrac time that it evinced the propriety of hi* judgment. arid shewed that 
lie did nut want talents to improve a llappj, opportunity had every probable 
appearance of rticress; und wa? certainly the Mfcelieiit mean*, if n.'it to 
complete Jits views, at least to improve the: nature of his circumstances : 
and experience would have proved the troth of this, had the same spirit 
which inspired the thought, Hccnm panted him In the eveeutrmi of it. 

The young Nabob, having afforded his- enemy all the leisure be warned, 
and at last tali a ted with h If pleasure, thought it wst now time to observe 
what the Shnh 2a dull had been doing. Accordingly he joined Major 
Cali laud with his army on the 29th of February, and made a slow march or two 
towards Bar , but bis ru rprtse was gteat» when he was inform oil tU$ Prince 
was In the field again, nml not at Bar, hot had made two forced marches 
beyond him towards Bengal Major Call laud had hvng before predicted to 
hiiti the possibility of tfrh manoeuvre; but lie remained utterly incredulous, 
nm used any precautions to prevent stich an attempt ; and, when convinced 
of the truili of It, only wondered how such an am axing circmnatunce could 
happen. 

The enemy, having made two forced marches with intention t a enter 
Bengal, to which they had been often hurtled by many disaffected Rajahs 
(particularly Cattriim Hussein Khan, the Rajah of Turueah, who had again 
revolted J T obliged the young Nabob 10 make all imaginable haste after them, 
and, If possible, to prevent their progress. Major Csrftliud marched hie In 
directly towBidt the river, and embarked them on board the boats .hich at 
that time accompanied the army, and left the young Nabob and hU force to 
make what expedition he could after them. The Nabob was obliged to 
exert himsrJF on this occasion : and luckily on the third day. s|ie enemy, oa 
their route lay by the river *hlc T wttt hy the English and the Nabob’* horse 
overtaken The Shah Zadsb, from this instance, perceived At once the 
impossibility of his marching n\to Bengal by the direct ooad which leads 
along the hanks of the Ganges ; because the English, by means of their boats 
transporting them down the river, could at any time possess themselves of 
the passes, which are lhe entrance to Bengal on that side; by which means, 
as the young Nabob would remain m his rear, he would be shirt up between 
two anntesc Vet, far from being deterred by Shis obstacle, he persevered in 
Ids resolutfou and, on the St h of March, changing his course, directed tils 
route over that assemblage of mountains which limit the Nabob's dominions 
to the southward, from a country north-east df the Deccan, and as yet but 
little known to us, Mis Tweet now cun listing of tight horse only* imincum- 
brfed by artillery or heavy baggage he easily gained two or three marches 
on the Nabob. Wherever hr w-nt, there was a necessity for keeping as 
close to him as possible Major Caillatul and the Nabob, therefore. 
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continued to fellow binfc nod led them through a country ever before deemed 
lutcce»fble to no army, Tor the number of dose thick woods &®d narrow 
pav*,. which considerably tcurdrd thdr prcgrt*3, jtmJ rendered their 
movements extremely difficult The passage of one pass, in particular, 
detained the SluJt Z&dah so long, that the Rngtuh troops arrived, on the 
^■;nd of ! '.arch, on the ground which he had quitted but two days bpfurc the 
regularity of their match having carried them through in a much riiorlo 
time, Thr interval, likewise. sjjeni if, thesie transactions, forwarded the 
advices to Moor site drtbiiii, mad enabled lhe old Nabob to collect an army, 
sustained by two hundred Europeans, detached to his assistance From Fort- 
William. and to march out for I lie preservation of Ids capital From this 
time till die l'rinec had entered Bengal, nothing more happened than a series 
of • or bo me -md Intricate m &iter him, in which Major Cal Hand met 
with Successive difficulties to encounter, from the perplexities of the country, 
for the subsistence bath )" the Nabob's army and his own, for the conducting 
the artillery (whole days being sometimes employed in cutting roads to tom 
vey it a few miles only) and lastly, for directing the route of : he army .as 
guides could but seldom be procured, the few mde To habitants of the valleys 
having fled into the mountains. Such obstacles experience as 4 soldier 
might have found wholly insurmountable, In the latter end of March the 
Shuh Zadxtli h;ui 4dvatic«i within thirty utiles west of Moor^hedabad T on the 
side of the Burdwan province, to the dismay and &?tt>iu»hrcient of the inhabit- 
aata, who most of them immediately iled. He was: there joined by a party oT 
Mahmltaa, who had laid) broke into the country on that side and with them 
he intended to enter the city 

But. now, -vlieo tile time was cornu that called upon Shah Zadah fur the 
exertion of his utmost fortitude, to execute the very purpose for which he had 
advanced so far, and endured so much, such an opportunity, too. as Jig ought 
to have wished for, his constancy forsook Jlim* Either from irresolution, 
from some dissension among hi* commanders, perhaps not finding his pause 
so warmly espoused in the province iij he expected or frv:7i vl liifcvcr 
motive, he committed a capital and unpardonable emu in hesitating to 
attack the old Nabob immediately, and while the two armies were 
divided. This delay completely ruined his design?, at first so masterly 
concerted, and, till then with sfa much dt«adlticss pursued ; for, in the 
meantime. Major Calllaud and the young Nabob, by constant uninter¬ 
rupted marches, had time to throw lUcmsdvt? between him and the 
city. On ilm 4th of ,\ jjflJ the old Nabob and Ids : on forxncvl a junction 
■jf tbeir two armies dear Burdv.an. and Major CaLLhlud detached the two 
hundred European*, which accompanied the old Nabob to ftk-jrduidabadj 
fm the defence of the city. Tae whole force of the Nabob being tkuy 
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united, in: mvdini without delay, agreeably to ihfc advice 0 Major CallUud, 
to constrain him to ft 1 lire from Hurd wan, mid to oblige hlio, if possible, to 
leave Che mmlry entirely, They found ihe enemy, on Hie 7tit of April, 
encamped on the opposite aide of the Dummoodah, a river which nm 
ihr town of Rurdw.m ! t bring determine, at all events. to engage him, 
the English troops who always fanned the vanguard of the army, were 
pcepajin^ to fandt the river, under cover of their cannon; but the Prince, 
observing their dispositioni spared them the trouble of compkUng it, after 
half an hour's cflnnoivujhlg, by selling file to his camp, and retiring with 
preripitaiiotu Ills hopes of entering tbc metropolis being once defeated, he 
was no! disposed to venture a battle to attempt it a s^rorid tbi ' ; a risk now 
become too unequal, considering bii inferior! iy of numbers. He preferred, 
therefore, the mure prudent alternative, and withdrew from the province by 
the saint; track and with the same haste, that he entered it, 

It was now the most nature! conjecture, and what was realised in the 
sequel, that the Shall Zed ail, on hri return to Rubor, would make another 
attempt on the city of Patna, before the place could bs relievedall the 
English gorrisson except some sepoys left far the protection of the factory, 
having been withdrawn, after the battle of Set? pore, to strengthen the army, 

Attentive to this circumstance. Major Caillaud, on the itith of April 
fanned a detachment of two hundred chosen Europeans* with two field 
piece*, and one battalion of sepoy v, from a min far cement which had joined 
him frem Fort William, and gave the command of it to Captain Kook, an 
experienced officer, with insttuctfoatJ to march, with all possible speed, to the 
support of Patn*, 

The remainder of the English detach mem, togetlier with the army of 
the Nabob and his ton, exceedingly harassed and spent with the length and 
difficulties of their late c sedition, in the hottest sea><m of the year vere 
ordered Infa quarters at Moorshctbibad 

Captain Knox pursued hi* route to Paine, where he arrived, sgptnlksJn 
thirteen days ; a surprising effort, considering the intense heat of ihe season, 
and dial he the Ganges Lu ice on Ida inarch, The Shah 2 Udab„ as 

he had some days* start of Captain Knox, raid Iris ikhjk being wholly 
composed of cavalry, reached Patna souse days before him. and as suspected, 
had bid siege to the city which, horn the hrco nafdw a bfc garrison 
Rarnnarmin had to defend it. was already almost reduced to the last extremity 
The two night; preceding Captain Kn ox‘s arrival, the Prince bad made two 
genual as^ulfa. Past .A the Hi lie I’r^: si ch corp» commanded by Mr, Law, 
who hat! joined him on lifa return with about four hundred of his own jieopk, 
had Ibiced into the town, hut were driven out again by the bravery of those 
cepoys who were left at the factory, and whom Mr AmyatL ihir Cliaf, had 
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srnt to Ramnarmiu * assistance On ltie third night they were again 
preparing for ait escalade on all sidte* when Captain Knox appeared with a 
flying party in the evening, His presents so much animated the inhabitants, 
ind dispirited the besiegers, that, though they persisted in the itUck, they 
were repulsed with out much dlffie Jty The remainder of Captain Knot's 
detrLeljitieni Joining him the next day, he made 1 , the following morning, 
a most judicious and wet I-conducted sally, engaged with success against one 
oi their principal leader*, and, with the toss «f a few men only, drove 
them from their works, to w hich they never afterward- returned The Prince, 
perceiving his last endeavours rendered iiicflfeeLUaJ, was once more compelled 
to return, With Id* troops, from before Patna, and lo retreat, in want of almost 
every necessary, to the bank* of the river Koan fifty miles west of Patna, 
where lie was constrained to remain, This was the third time Patna had been 
Cfiticahy preservud. within a few hour* of its being lost* 

VPhtie the fate of that city was depending, C audios Hussein Khan 
(spoken of above as Rajah of Purncah a province east of the Ganges), 
from an ancient anil irreconcilable enmity subsisting between the young 
Nabob ant} him, and from some recent quarrels with the father, from 
whom, against all justice, he had detained the revenues of Pomes for three 
preceding years ; and, taking advantage of :he perplexity of lib atTairs-. 
kept the country likewise in his own possesion , determined, that In might 
preserve what he had already acquired, tu divert himself of all subjection 
lo hk master,, and to attach himself entirely to the faction of the Shaft Zadoii. 
For this purpose, he was then levying an additional |hhI> of troop*, and 
procuring a considerable number of boats, intending to transport his army 
■nxr rhe Ganges, whenevtsr a favourable opportunity should offer to join that 
Prince. 

To obviate thi* was now the Nabob's more immediate view. The 
English troops, and the army of the young Nabob, were ordered 10 reassemble 
as soon as possible. and they accordingly, on the oyrd of May, rendezvoused 
at Kajahtniilil, n town on th . Ganges near the I\as$ cT Suckhagully, and 
remained encamped there five or si* day*, until they were certain Caudiro 
Hussein Khan had began hi march m the northern, or Pumea side of the 
river, and waited only fur an occasion to ttot> aR d join the Shah Zadah* 

J iy.'f baillatiil, »Et!) t-lie young Nabob, pushed forwand on the southern 
side ; and Captain Knox was ordered, with part of the garrison he com¬ 
manded, to pass over i be rivet from Patna, and endeavour to intercept 
Caudim Hussein Khan, nr, in Buy maimer he could, to distress and harass 
«nm on hb match. The number of boats which Caiidiin Hu^cln Klnm had 
been long hr collecting, fell ftttfV after into the hand* or the Englbh, being 
utr&bk to proceed *l< fail a* his army j for Major Calllaud, btiu” apprised

die place where they lay, detached a battalion of sepoys, who destroyed and 
burnt them all, alter a flight resi* lance, together with a large quantity of 
powder, More*. armninuLiun, do. Notwithstanding this io\^, Caudim Mussdn 
Khan still advanced, till he approached near (tie place (almost opposite to 
Fa$pa) where Captain Kunx lay with his party. Sensible that bis junction 
with the Prince depended, in a great measure, on tils parsing this body ; 
because he was certain tile least delay would bring Major C ail laud close on 
his rear, who kept boats with bun, and bad his troops ready to cross at a 
moment’s warning , he determined to attack Captain Knox, a young gentle¬ 
man of remarkable gallantry* and eminent for \\h military sendees, who 
bomg. as ardent on his pan to come to an action,, on the (6th. of June a very 
warm engagement ensued. 

Captain Knox, with only *wo hundred Europeans, one battalion of 
sejM>yi. five held pieces, and about three hundred horse, main tail red himself, 
for s ik hours, opposed (n an or my of i2,D0a men. with thirty pi coos of cannon. 
He was totally surmended the wfcftie lime ■ but* discovering the real superio¬ 
rity of the enemy, who were never before supposed to be so numerous, lie 
possessed himself of a strong and advantageous post, and, making an excel¬ 
lent position, ultimately compelled the enemy to leave the field, with the loss 
of eight pfcda of cannon, three elephants, and between three or four hundred 
men killed ; the horse had once very nearly broke in upon him, tint, by tin? 
bravery of his own grenadiers, were beaten ufT Tie lost no more than fifteen or 
sixteen men, lfy this repul^, the progress of Caudlm Hussein Khan towards 
the T'rincc was effectually impeded, He was obliged now to take a contrary 
road, am! fled northward Into the district of BultlaL Four or five days 
after thi^ Major C41I land and the young Nabob crossed (heir troops over 
the Ganges, tu put the finishing stroke to the affair, and to relieve Captain 
Knox, who was thought rather too weak to purstie such numbers, lte r 
therefore, with his detachment, wa* ordered to return to the garrison at 
Patna After a few days' pursuit. the tear of Ciudim Hussein Khan’s army 
appeared in sight, for he was very slow in hut retreat, encumbered with 
heavy baggage, artillery, anti the accumulated treasure of several years' 
rapine and plunder. On the z£th of June,, in the morning, when tlje armies 
came in sight of each other, Caudlm Hussein Khan immediately farmed his 
troops behind some villages, anil a grove, at the extremity of a large plain. 
TJwj English, drew up upon the plain, and, urging on 10 attack the villages* 
an action commenced between them only, by a mutual cannonading. 

The enemy, by frequent motions upon the line, appeared at first inclined 
to make a charge with thdr horse , bin, when the English advanced within 
musket illot, and had driven them from the village, and the grove, which 
they had taken possession of, they fled, and abandoned the remainder oJ 
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Lhd> cannon, 22 pieces, and wine ige. and it was at luM discovered, 
tli »ii their whole intention wat only to amuse the English in frortt> white they 
unloaded their treasure from the carnages in the rear, mounted it upon 
dcjdtants and camel# and conveyed it off, Their carriages also Were Led 
behind them. The young Nabob and his troops behaved m the skirmish in 
thdr usual manner, haithtg above a mite tii the rear, nor even on re made a 
motion to sustain the English. Had be but acted, on this occasion, with the 
least appearance of spirit, and even made a semblance of fighting, the affair 
must have proved decisive; nor could Caudlm Hussein Khan, or his treasure 
have escaped. When the enemy were flying in his sight, he was even afraid 
to hazard a party in the pursuit though a very few horse would have been 
sufficient to disperse them The English, without any horve, fatigued with an 
eight hours* march, and being under arms the whole day, were incapable to 
attempt it. The Nabob's inactivity (to give it no worst a name], and the 
approach of night, favoured their escape. However, alter little rest from the 
ioih or the day, Major Caillaud persisted in the resolution to follow tlis enemy 
ns fortg aa^bc season ivodld permit him (the rain* having already begun to set 
in with excessive violence}, and, if fusible, by another blow effectually to 
complete their min. The road of rheir flight neatt day was spread, for miles 
together, with tents, carriage-, and variety of baggage* which, in their burry 
to gel off, they could not carry with them* and were obliged to leave behind 
Major Caillaud continued hfe pursuit four days longer; the army of the young 
Nabob following him ; ami the enemy would, most probably, in ;i few day# 
more, have been overtaken, or obliged to abandon their treasure, bad not a 
very singular and uncommon accident, as favourable to the enemy as 
unfortunate for the Nabob* prevented the Major proceeding any further, and 
disap pointed every other purpose. 

The yuimg Nabob, as be was lying asleep in hi# tent at midnight, was 
Mi uck dead* in tin? midst of a violent storm, by a fruh of lightning. Tins 
accident happened on the -tnd of July; but though singular in itself] yet no 
very extraordinary circumstance attended it The fire pierced through the 
top of the lent* Mnick upon his left breast* and he perished in the flame, 
with one of two attendants who sat by him. Major CaJfluud had the most 
timely iiMrmnatiou M this event, and was fortimitc enough from Ins early 
intelligence, to prevent the immediate: succession of bad consequences* which 
was apprehended from the irregular and ungovernable nature of the Nabob's 
troops. He instantly summoned all the chief commanders of the Nabob's 
army to his camp, assembled them, and by employing the influence of those 
mure Immediately attached to the English interest* all dangerous exigencies 
were at length provided against ; the inferior- officers were gained over by 
promhe* to remain quiet, the minds of the people were calmed and their fears 
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appeased ; bin he vm* now obliged to abandon the thought? of any further 
military operating on thri side be war full sufficiently employed, and It wa-* 
fis much as he coukl accomplish to keep the Nabobs army together, 
agreeably to lbei r custom, after the death of their leader, threatened Immediate 
dissolution However it was at hist agreed, that the power over the army 
should be verted in Major Call I and, till the sentiments of the old Nabob **» 
knows: , and the farther of Ramnarraiil was nominally joined with him in the 
command. Hat l th*Tanny once disbanded, tire whole pc wince of Hah nr must 
inevitably have been lost to the Shah Zadafr. 

To preserve them m the same temper he had brought them to, and la 
prevent any future accidents, from the levity and inconstancy of an unsteady 
multitude. Major Caillaml hurried back the army to Patna, halting a few 
days only at lhe town of Bettklj, to oblige the Rajah of that place to piy 
some arrears of revenue due to the Nabob, ami which the troubles had pre¬ 
vented collecting before An other reason for this haste arose from the seve¬ 
rity ol the weather, by this time become so bad by cotistattt rains, ami the 
waters rising LG * great height over .1 the country, that, in a feu days more, 
whatever had been his success, he would have been compelled to return ; for, 
since crossing the Ganges, the heavy rains had rendered the soldier*' tents 
entirely useless, and the miserable hut* of the village* were their only shelter. 
Major Caillaud, therefore, conducted both armies back to Patna, and termi¬ 
nated the campaign, on the 29th of July, by distributing them into quarters

HEN. now nearly thirty years ago, I first reart Che ter s' 
well known ivdfk on Indian Medical jfuritprtidfcricc, ' a 
mint of ettrimrs information on all the subjects with which 
it deals, of alt the remarkable stories of crime in ihnl honk, 
the one wliidt excited my Interest most was that of the 
murder of Richard Aimes, Rn indigo planter in Nadiya 
disLrtci, in the year 1830, by an other htdigo (jlautci uhose name Cftcvefa give* 
as Gong. The name of the irisailauf, is one of the ?ingulat prints in the 
story, Thfe name, however, is a clerical cjtof 1 the real name of the accused 
man was. George Vonge, an ordinary enough name , probably contracted 
htto Gong by a mistake in printing or in copying. 

Shortly before leaving indis in April 1910, I paid a visit to my 
biother T Mr, fit M. Crawford, Manager of Sliikarpm factory once the property 
of Messrs. J P and R. Watson, and now belonging to the Central Bengal and 
MEduapur Zkmindati : company, I Lold to some friends there the story 
of the murder of Richard Aimes, .os far as 1 could remember it. as an 
instance of an indigo feud of eighty years ago. My brother remarked that 
it was in the immediate neighbourhood of Shikaipur that the murder had 
been committed and suggested Ilia: we might get traditional versions of 
the story from some of the older inhabitants of the locality, 

Living near Shikarpur was an old man named Gadrwlhnr Ibtgtbt, Aged 
76. who had recently retired frnm the service of the ShUftfpar Concern, in 
which he had been employed for nearly sbtt y years. JiL father had served 
the factory before him for many years, and had been there at the time of 
the murder, Gadadhar was bom in September i Bj, f, lie assured us

VI. COMMENTS. 

These five accounts of the murder all agree In the main points ; though 
there are, as (a only to be expected, numerous discrepancies betwecti them. 
AH agree (if we except Yonge's defence in the Supreme Court), that Aime^' 
factor was deliberately attacked by Yonge, that Aimes was taken prisoner 
and was carried off to one jf the Shikarpur outwork* Four of them stab.- 
that lie was there put to death, deliberately and brutally, by Yonge , the fifth, 
that of N. C, Safk&r, says that on his arrival there he was found to have died 
of wounds received fa the Bgkt when he was captured. 

All five accounts state that Dick's body ivas never found anti all five 
mention the finding at Vcuge's factory of red hair, similar to that of Dick 
The story of the burial of the horse appears in four account;, it U 1101 
mentioned in the trial in the Supreme Court, 

Gadadlmr Bagchi stated that both Yonge and Atafes were Eurasians. 
As far as Y ongc r> concerned, this id obviously incorrect, At Von go’s trial, 
Mr. E. Thompson stated that he war bom in Scotland. And ih^ fact tbit 
he was Lried by the Supreme Court shewn that he, at least, was .1 European. 
Aimes was probably a Eurasian, in her evidence in the Supreme Court his 
mistress, Kata A nan da, says that he wjSs the son of a ITurupea 11, HU name 
appears to have been Atmes, the spelling Amies, given by C hovers. Es 
probably due to i mistake made in copying or priming. 

Tire account by " Lex " i& the only one which definitely state* that 
Yonge was aided by a Eurasian Assistant; Pierre AHer, As ' Lex had 
evidently consulted the record* of the case tried at Krishnagarh, Ehb may be 
taken as correct, The name Phare Alter is evidently the same as that given 
by Che vers as Fir Ali, and in the evidence fn the Supreme Court a* Eda, 
Several of die witness® In the Supreme Court mention Elia fcj name. Khitdi 
Sheikh says that there were two Europeans with the men who attacked 
Aimes J factory. And Jay agon alk Rai speaks uf the gtnRmsm (plural) of 
Ka t Lamar i factory heading that party.

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The story of die fight between Yooge and A lines, over indigo lands 
h fa .v Jays before tin murder, given In her evidence by Ka!i A Hands, is 
corroborated by NLC SarCar ? account, 

Tlvt accounts by Gsdadhar Bagehi and N\ C Sarkar are especially 
nucreatfag oa being told from the Shjkarjnir or Katlamfcri point of vfcw. 
Both admit the murder, though the latter softens rt down somewhat by 
raying that lick was found l have died nf Us wounds on the way to 
Katlamnri factory. Both tell the story of tlv burial of Dick's body inside 
that of Lhe horse and of the finding' of Dick's hair Gadadharis story 
of Mr Watson's exclamation, made in a moment of anger, and probably 
without intention, that he would give a thousand rupees for Dick's head, La 
interesting] whether true or not, a? supplying some, though hardly an 
adequate, motive for the crime. The story of Yongc's lathiai* being Intro¬ 
duced into Aimes’ factory disguised as Muyitsis performing tbo Chttrak Puja 
is <1 pscturCscjtie toudi. though it Is not, whether correct or incorrect, material 
to the main facts of the murder. The names of the native assistants impli¬ 
cated are given by N, G Sarkai as well as by Che vers. The names of the 
two chief abettors correspond, N, C Saikar does not, however, mention 
the Eurasian Pierre A!!cr, called by Qjevers Pir Aii, 

The two Eurasians or Native Cht tstians called Gomez appear in the 
evidence fa the Supreme Court only, where ihdr testimony shows consider¬ 
able discrepancies. A curious point in Gadadhar's story is hb cull mg 
Yonge throughout 1 the Ductor," Vonge as Assistant may have done some 
amateur doctoring for the Shikatpur concern* The sentence of imprisonment 
until Dick's body was found, which Gadadhar says was passed on appeal by 
the 5 *fr, court, fa, of course^ absurd, 

Tlic account given by N'obin Chandra Sark a r is of some importance, even 
though told eighty years after lhe event. At the time of the occurrence, 
the narrator was a child of five, old enough to understand to some extent the 
excitement which must have been amused in the neighbourhood* at the time, 
by tht fight, LUc capture and looting of Airttes factory, the disappearance of 
Aimes, the beafch for ihe murderers and for the murdered man’s briy, 
and by the trials. He was moreover* related to one of the men actually 
implicated in the murder. 

There, Are three point* in these account winch Appear specially worthy' 
of note. 

First, (hat Yortgc wha acquitted by a jury of his country men. in the 
Supreme iriu t, cm what must have been practically the lame evidence as 
that on which hfa native abettors were convicted in the Session' Court ,i| 
Krishnagarfe* The judge of the Sadr Court, who upheld then conviction on 
appeal, and enhanced their sentences, makes special reference to this fact 
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The summing up of the Chief Justice *vas decidedly agains! Venge, and the 
length of time, fifteen hours, during which the jury deliberated, shows the 
difficulty they had in coming lo a conclusion. The merits of the case might 
perhaps have been better met, wtre such a verdict admissible in India, by 
the Scot- law verdict of " not proven ' which practically means, that the 
jmy believe that the prisoner is guilty, hut do not consider the evidence 
sufficiently conclusive to justify a capital sentence. 

Swend, that the case for the Crown was very badly presented in the 
Supreme Court, The Chief Justice comments on this circumstance in his 
summing up * the jury remark upon it in the note which they handed to the 
Chief Justice after delivering their verdict, lames Thomson, one of the first 
to hear of the murder, did not appear to give evidence. The QarttgJka, the 
Police Officer who, under the Nazir, first Investigated the case, was not present 
to give evidence ; the Magistrate of Nadiya, who was at least nominally 
responsible for the presentation of the case for the prosecution, could not tdl 
why, and in hrs evidence states that some witnesses had nd| even been 
summoned* The Chief Justice also remarks that some of Tonga's native 
abettors in the crime, who were under trig I at Kriahiiagarh, should have been 
produced in the Supreme Court, but were not present. Dick's barber also, 
mentioned in Mr. Hiliby-4 judgment* might with advantage have been 
present to give evidence in the Supreme Court Mr. Roberts* who was, 
according to Mr. E. Thomson's evidence, Dick's immediate superior, does nut 
appear In the case at all. 

TMrd t and the most importaut point of all, i* the deliberation and 
brutality or the murder committed* with the utter absence of motive. In the 
Mr ;: four of the five accounts, it is stated that Ahncs, after being carried a 
prisoner to Yongc'a factory, was there deliberately beaten and stamped to 
death, partly under Vongc* orders and in bis presence, partly by Yonge 
himself. None of the four accounts give, nr even suggest, any adequate 
motive for this ravage murder. For even Gadadhar’s story of Mr* Watson's 
angry and reckless offer of a thousand rupees for Dick 1 * head. '-iiggetts no 
motive for the brutality of the murder Dick might easily liave been killed 
and the reward earned in the fight ai the factory, Whereas Yonge evidently 
Intended that Dick should be taken alive, and either deliberate!v put to death 
or at least beateo within an inch <tf hi* lift, ftrpge j n his defence denies 
that any fight had taken place, and that any murder had been committed, 
and suggests that Aimes was proptsely in hiding, in order to get him 
(Yonge j convicted and banged for hb murder. This, if true, would have 
been as del I berate and almost as cruel a proceeding as the murder itself 
Ami for such a course also there is the same absence ->f motive. As the Chief 
ustice points out in bis summing up, the absence of motive cuts both ways 
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II no motive appeared u-fiy Vopyt: should deliberately murder Aimes, equally 
no motive h shewn why Aimes ahmrid deliberate try to get Vonge convicted 
and hanged far his murder by keeping: oat of the way* Norte of the four 
accounts give any real motive for personal enmity, either of Ycnge against 
Aimes .* of Alettesagainst Ymige, Aimes'mistress, Gora Ariund, states En 
her evidence ihnc the two used frequently to dme together, The fifth story 
that of .V C, Sarkar. alv> stales that they were previously on good terms. In 
the lawless state of the indigo districts eighty years ago, when two rival 
concern* might be frequently fighting each other and might he considered 
altnc*; in .1 state of private war, there would be nothing very surprising in the 
fact that two European Assistants, even though they were personally on good 
lettn-i, might, take part in the fight, on opposite Ades, or even that one might 
kill the other, more or less In fair fight/ 11 But this is a very different thing 
from d oh berate murder. 

Now it --eems that the fifth account, that of N. C. Ssrkar, Hipplies the 
missing due to the whole affair* the motive, :n the addition that Aunts had 
,1 lai-on with Yongu's sister. Whether Yonge had a sister or *Wt T ft would 
probably be impossible to ascertain now, eighty years after the event. But 
he certainly had a native mistress, according to the account by " Lex." That 
Aimes was a man of strong passions appears evident from the fact that he 
had two native mistresses actually living with him. And if Aimes had an 
intrigue with am womankind of Yonge's. whether wife, mistress, sister or 
daughter, we *it once get the motive, hitherto no! apparent, fur the whole 
affair, ^ktrcht /a ft mate t says the French proverb, The Fcrsians have 
:i somewhat similar proverb, that all troubles arise from one of three causes, 
n , zar sttvitn woman, gold, land. The third of these sourc* of quarrel, 
the Laud, was undoubtedly directly concerned in the affair; the second, gold, 
indirectly ; and N. C. Sarkai-'i story adds the most powerful motive of the 
th rae. 

Both the two native stories given above, mention a tradition to the effect 
that Aimes was betrayed by his native mfclress, This appears to be quite 
unfounded In both of what may be called the two official versions, that of 
the trial in the Supreme Court and that by *■ Lex," it appears conclusively that 
it was due to the action of Dick's two mistresses that the case was fust re¬ 
ported *nd investigated. And one of them Cora Auand. was severely 
wounded in the scuffle in which Aimes wan seijtcd. 

The map allowing Shlkarpur* Katlamari, Avar; and other factories was 
supplied by my brother, Of the eleven factories $ho^n, five belonged to the 
Watsons, three to E, Thomson, two to a proprietor named Kenny, whose 
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name daw not appear in the use, and in one ease the proprietor'* name is 
mjl given, Most of these Factories were probably small outwnrits with no 
resident European In charge, Shikar pur is the only one of much importance i 
but Bamundi appear# to have been Jimcj Thomson's headipiarter* The 
distances shewn In the map are measured from Katlamari not from Shikarpur. 
Gadadhads memory was evidently much at fault when he placed the scene 
of the attack on Aim® at Pirtola. which was one of the Watsons' own factories. 

The river shown in the man is the Hanlia or Mat&bhanga river, the latter 
being fa official name, the fonmsf the name generally used In the locality, |f 
Lv a river of considerable size in the fains, but fordable in many places in the 
hut weather. It k one of tile three ,r Nadiya rivers,* whose junction form# 
the rfver Ifughil, the oiher two being the jalangJ and the flhagimlbL It 
rnukt have changed its course, more Or Isas, in the eighty years which hare 
elapsed since the murder. Then ax ooiv r however, it appears to have ipn 
dose hy KatUmari factory, and so would have been quite handy for the 
disposal of a dead body 

VII. A NOTE ON THE HISTORY OF SHJKARPtJR FACTORY 

Shikarpur factor)' Es situated in the north-east of the Nmiiyu District, 
some ii‘k oi eight miles south of the Ganges. It is about twenty mil® west 
of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, the nearest station being Dhakatnam 
and some forty mibs east of Barham pur. The roads in this part of the 
NadJyj, district are Linmetalled, and even now are practicable only with 
difficulty for any wheeled conveyances other than a bullock cart Eighty 
jeitr ago, probably, there w nt hardly any reside at all. At the time of 
Aimes* murder, in April, however, the country would be dry and communica¬ 
tion on tool or ott horseback easy, 

Tht name Shikar pur, the township of sport nr of hunting, is obviously 
derived from the excellence of the locality &* a hunting-ground, The than r, 
ur lowlying land along the Ganges, in the early part of the nineteenth century 
were full oi wild buffalo, wild pig, doer and even tigers. Buffalos used to be 
shot, with carbine or hursepbtol, from horseback, Xdihet tiger iror wild 
buffalo have been seen in the neighbourhood for the past thirty years, and 
deer, if they util l exist, am now scarce. But the place si ill maintains its 
reputation for wild boar and fc probably the best pigsticking ground In India 
at the present day. [ believe ft holds the record for the best pigsticking meet 
ever held, when, early m \y&, seventeen spears killed 149 boars in two days 
on the chars near Mohftshkundi. This h Use name of one of the outworks, 

11 the buffalo’grounds" though the bmlalo have long since disappeared 

Shik&rpnr concern was founded, about the end of the eighteenth century, 
by a Mr, J, B. Dauby T who built a hotwc, im!4 etc, between 1790 and *795, 
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In Mr Darby sold the concern to Three brother* filmed who, 

about iBag sold it to Messrs. John aixl Robert Watson. I 11 In i 35,7 the 
Wabwu formed Shikarpur and their other silk and indigo concern* into 
a company, trading under the well-known tiiime of Rabett Watson and Co., 
themselves retaining the fargest interest in the Company, Their agents in 
Calcutta were Messrs Jardinc, Skinner and Ca This great firm was 
founded on ist January 1844* to t 88B Messrs, Robert V.'ifson and Co, 
became a Limited liability Company. In 1899-1900 they sold their silk 
factories to the Bengal Silk Company* In 1902 the Company of Robert 
Watson end Co was finally closed, tbeb northern properties* including 
Shikarpur, being sold to the Central Bengal Zamndtt*} Company, and theft 
southern properties, in Mldnapur rind the neighbouring districts to the 
Mldnapur Zammdvri Company , two companies formed to take over the 
Watson Z&mmrff*rii. Tlu? two were subsequently amalgamated in 1906, 

Up to 1839 the proprietors of Shikarpur were then own managers. The 
Watsons apparently never managed the concern themselves, isnr permanently 
resided there, hut only paid frequent visits of inspection from Calcutta, where 
they lived. Since they acquired the concern, the following gcntlcjmeti have 
held the post of Manager iri ruecesriOft; Messrs Dan by (son of the founder), 
James Dairymple, Larymore, CockburD, George Mactcod, A. Lambic, 
tL Abbott, IX Maedtmald^ C* B* Gregsan and M* M* Crawford, the latter 
being still in charge. 

Shiknrpur was, after the dosing of tfalrutth. the finest indigo concern in 
Lower Bengal, though In point of colour its Indigo could nut rival that of 
Kantakobra. which fbr many years obtained the highest overage price in 
India* At the present day two of the outworks of Shikar pur, N'esbeshkmidl 
and Sonakundi, still manufacture a fittk indigo, till* being the last 
lingering relic of the great indigo induutiy of Lower Bengal The 
dwdlingbousc of Sbikarpur is at large ! wo-storied build mg, the Miubhanga 
river Bowing nearly a mile to the east and about a quartet of a mile 
to the south* When it was built 1 cannot say, over half 3 century ago; 
probably it Ims been added to from time to time 7 but it is certainly not ftt 
old ai the eighteenth century* About two hundred yards west of the 
house stood the tndigovats, which were putted down in 1909-10, and at ifidr 
west end Is a small old two-storied building, still known os the Assistant** 
quarters (mentioned in Gadadhori* account of the murder,) but not used as 
a residence far many years past. This may have been the original building

fn front of the house are four cannons. There is a tradition that they 
were used at Plassey, l searched them carefully for marks, but could find 
only one which presented any legible device.

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PRELIMINARY. 

tlic Issue of thib report the Calcutta, Historical Society 
it* the fourth official year of irs eadstenee. The Society 
1 founded at n meeting held at the Town Hall. Calcutta, 
iht 27th of April *907 with the object of promoting 
:re?t in local historical research and organising meeting 
tour* to places connected with Calcutta history or 
possessing claims of persona! interest with those whose names and deeds are 
prominently associated with the foundation and growth t Eh- city and its 
environs. A* a means of promoiing its object , the Society publishes a 
quarterly journal called Bengal: Past and Present which I* devoted to imitten 
relating to history, TOcfology, folklore and other subjects allied to the studies 
that l he Society is interested in advancing The Society lias also igjued or 
promoted the issue of separate publications of records and reprint* of work; 
of rare historical Interest 



MEMBERSHIP 

The most significant feature of the pregre** of the Society during che- 
year under review if the largely tocrea:*cd membership not only in Calcutta, 
but rap-country and abroad. This can be attributed only to a steady growth 
of interest in the Society's field of research, which has gradually expanded 
far beyond the local limits that confined its earlier operations. Bengal: 
Past and Profit has recently laid under contribution the historical records 
not only of Calcutta and Bengal but of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
and with very Ratifying results. The membership nhown in the Annual 
Report for 1907 was -200; fn 1908 h had risen in 222, while in 1909 it had 
reached 2% Although at the commencement of 1910 shirty-two names 
were struck ofF the membership noli in consequence of subscriptions being 
two years in arrear, the total effective membership at the dost of loro 
was 339- an increase of 76 over last year. This result cannot but be regatd-d 
as very encouraging, especially when it is remembered that the migratory 
character of the European reridents in Calcutta and elsewhere in India and 
the impossibility of keeping to touch at all times with members: transferred 
from one nation to another remits in an appreciable depletion of the Society's 
numbers every year, The actual effect of thfe is shown in the fact thaE of 
the present membership, 135 joined in 1907,45 m 190$, 4= to 1909 and ru 
in 191a In these figures are Included as members the rarious Institutions 
that are supplied with the Society's journal, <* payment, by order of the 
Government of India and Provincial Go emments. 
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During the past year the Society has lost tin services nf Mr, Wllmot 
Corfield, wlia so efficiently filled the post of Honorary Treasurer of the 
Society from i'ta foundations op to the time jfbJs retirement from India in 
December Iasi. As a contributor to Bengal P<ut -ntJ Pusmi and as a keen 
and earnest worker In all that concerned the welfare of the Society he has 
rendered most valued service. 

Mr. Corfield, it should be noted, produced 1 Calcutta Faces and Places 
in Pre-Camera Days/ 1 which was published by the Society during the 
year. 

In November last the Society underwent ,1 further serious toss by the 
departure for Singapore of it? able and energetic Secretary* Mr, Cyril 
Champkfn* ivho\e place it will, it i* feared, be very difficult adequately to filL 
Only those who have been acquainted with the inner working of the Society 
during dir List three years can appreciate the immense amount of enthusiasm 
and hard work v. Inch M r. Champkin has displayed in the Society'^ Interests 
at the cost of his scant leisure; and while deploring his departure, the 
Council desire to place on record their deep sense of gratitude to him for his 
hr sparing efforts on the Society's behalf. 

Bengal : Past aHD PRESENT' 

Three numbers of Bengal : Ease ami Present were published during ipia 
the irisue for the last quarter being unavoidably delayed beyond the end of 
the year* Amongst the more prominent features may be mentioned the 
valuable series of Bengal MoCllbsH Records lhai were brought to a close 
during tiie year; and since age ha?, rendered the original papers now almost 
undecipherable, the Society may take credit for having rescued these most 
interesting records froni oblivion and thereby made the task of future 
historians much less difficult. Another series of Interest and one that 
Involved a considerable amount of work were the Chandcm&gore paper? ; 
while the reprints of old Calcutta views, with notes on the painters 
concernsd, attracted considerable attention. The Editor of Bengal .* Pas/ 
and Present continued the publication of the Memoirs of Colonel T. D. 
Pfcflrse, which form a valuable contribution to our knowledge of General 
Sir Eyre Cootc and the sen-fees of the Bengal Detachment in the Carnatic 
War*. Extracts from the registers of St, John's Church from 1759 have been 
carefully tmnotated by the Rev W. K. Firmingcr and Mr, E, VV. Madge; 
and Miss rt Sydney Griercontributed an article on the second Mrs. Hastings, 
illustrated by same hitherto unpublished portraits of considerable historical 
interest. A further selection of prints of old Calcutta has appeared, and 
the Society is Indebted to Mi . A. W. Keith fur / well illustrated article on 
the Buddhist remains .it Gy a. The letters of Alexander Elliott copied from 
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the original* fa iHc British Museum, art of Importance, and the Shakes pear 
papers of a later jifiTiod have arointed considerable interest Mr. V. C, Seal I an 
kfadly presented the Society with the excellent sketch of the Armenian 
Church of St Nazareth that forms a frontispiece to Vol. V,—an acquisition 
of more than general interns* to view of the fact that the congested 
surroundings flow make it impossible to obtain a satisfactory photograph of 
titfa, the oldest church In Calcutta. Btapil; Pan >t*ut Prwnt constitutes 
a very heavy charge on the Society's funds, bin every effort has been made 
to conduct It economically with due regard for the high standard of 
production that the Society hm always maintained in its quarterly journal 
A limited number of back fasuei is available, but complete sets cannot 
now be provided by die Honorary Secretary. 

PtlftLtCATlOKS. 

"The Diaries of Three Surgeons of Patna was published by the 
Society in January last at Ms. 3-3 iiLid its skies up to September last 
resulted in a profit of Rs. 40a Copies are still obtainable from Messrs. 
Thacker. Spluk and Co. or from the Honorary Secretory. Members who are 
net In possession of ItiLs work are remind; ! that it - the narrative of 
Surgeons Anderson, Campbell and FuHarton of the Patna massacre of 1763. 
The book Is copiously annotated and contains an Introduction by the 
Rev. W, K_ Firminger, ** Calcutta Faces and Places in Pre-camera Days," 
an album of rare old views of Calcutta and reproductions of pic Euros 
of considerable Mstotleal Interest arranged with notes by Mr. Wilmn; 
Corfidd, was issued by the Society later In the year. Half-tone reproduction# 
011 special paper tn the style that is essential for a work of thin nature require 
a delicacy Of treatment that unteimmaldy considerably enhances the cost, 
and by issning the work at R*. 2 per copy, the Society had up to September 
last lost Rs 400 on the venture. Thl* lt>ss being balanced by the profit on 
" The Diaries of Three Surgeons of Patna/ the account was squared and 
dosed in September last, subsequent casual sales of both publication*, which 
have been very small, being credited to the general account of the Society 
and included in the item " Sates of Other Fublfcntiona." 

The Editor of £emg<rf ; Past and Present has been work Eng throughout 
the year an “ A Narrative of the Life of a Gentleman Long Resident fa India." 
This fa a reprint of * book by G F. Grand, originally published in 1814, of 
whidi only two copies are known to exfat The reprint contains an introduc¬ 
tion by the Rev W. K, Firminger. ilD., aud fa very fully annotated and 
illustrated. The price fa Rjc 3 [*er copy and the hook is now obtainable 
from the Honorary Secretary, Messrs. Thacker, Spink and Co. or Messrs 
Newman and Co. ft is hoped that every member will order a copy of tht 
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work which has been published by Messrs. Thacker, Spink and Co* under 
the auspices of the Socie^y. 

The thanks of the Society -ic disc to Lord Cutzoo for a donation of 
R s. 300 to assist En the publication of the Society'* reprints of records of 
historical interest. The manuscript volumes. cotftaloftig copies of letters by 
Richard Harwell, 'hat were acquired by the Society, have yielded much that 
is of interest, but it has not yet been possible to commence the task 01 
selecting and arranging Litem for publication. 

EXCURSIONS. 

A large party of members visited the old Danish settlement of Setampore 
early in the year, and opportunity was taken of the occasion to unveil a tablet 
to the memory of Colonel Ole Ere, the Danish Governor, who, «r< refused 
to accede to the demand of Hit Honorable East India Company's represen¬ 
ts Eves In Calcutta to dismiss the English mfesTodurfcv who had settled under 
Ids piotcctfiou. The Baptist College and its Interesting relic, of Carey, 
Maribmsn and Ward and the lumovis portrait long supposed to be that of 
Madame Grand, by Zoffany, were inspected, and the visit was In every way 
successful. In March about forty members visited the Armenian Church of 
St Nazareth the eldest Christian Church in Calcutta and Hie only one that 
survived the siege. Mi. Meitovb j. Seth, author of the "History of the 
Armenians in India,” kindly accompanied the party, and under hr* guidance 
the interesting attpeiatio# of die old building were fully explained. A 
visit iv js also made to St John's Church at the invitation of the Rev. S* Scott, 
and .ib?mt sixty members inspected the historical treasures of the old 
Cathedral under the guidance of Mi. E. W. Madge, The Society sl» liMtel 
the High Court at the invitation of Sir Lawrence Jen kin*, and inspected 
ihc fine collection of picture*, the documents connected with the historic 
case against Sir Philip Francis, I he note r books of Mr* Justice Ilyde, and 
the many other objects of interest preserved in the building. 

The difficulty of obtaining a launch on suitable date* unfortunately made

The promulgation of a scheme for a commemoration of the centenary of 
the binh of William Makepeace Thackeray took effect towards the dost of 
the year. Nothing further in this regard need, however, be said here as the 
Council of the Centenary Fund, although it includes many members of the 
Council of this Society, is now a distinct body and will give public account 
of its owe 1 transactions. 

Financial 

The financial results of the working of the Society throughout the year 
will be found in the Treasurers Balance Sheet annexed. The total receipts 
from all sources amounted to Rs, 9,J3$-S-i 1, Against Ra* &59S in 1909 ; the 
total payments amounted to Re, to, 161-14-11, against Rs, $,332, and the 
tc4al amount received in members’ subscriptions for rpio was Ks 
against Rs* 4,?&0 in the previous year. The caih position of the Society at 
tht commencement of the year showed a deficit of R$, t, 130-11*2, Deduct¬ 
ing this amount from the surplus in hand on 31st December 1910 the Society's 
cash balance on that date showed a derail of R* + £23-9, 

Although the profit for (910. Rs. 1,333-8-2, shows good progress com¬ 
pared with the Rs* 266 which was realised in 1909, the present financial condi¬ 
tion of the Society Is far from satisfactory, Against the present cash balance 
there is a contingent liability in respect of 17 life subscriptions paid by 
members. The Society Ilia no reserve and no liquid assets. Its commit¬ 
ments have to be covered by members’ subscription that frequently oubtand 
for a considerable lime, and, as was pointed out by the Honorary Secretary 
at the last Annual Meeting, the management of the Society under these 
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conditions Involves * responsibility that the executive should not be c&lic d 
upon to assume.

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business of the Society on the lines hitherto adopted by Messrs. Firmingcr 
and Champion, who had both left India, n it be laid before the General Meet¬ 
ing, as the Council'* recommendation r that a Subcommittee consisting of 
Mr, Justice Stephen, the Honorary Secretary and the Honorary Ticasurer, be 
appointed to negotiate with the Asiatic Society with a view, if possibly to an 
amalgamation of this Satiety therewith/' Mr justice Stephen remarked 
that he had not anticipated that he would be called on to take the chair that 
day, and that he had hoped to move as an ordinary member that the Coundr* 
recommendation be accepted; but, tn the circumstances, it was perhaps 
desirable that he should explain to the meeting why the Council had arrived 
at the resolution which they had just heard read On the departure of 
Mr, Cbarapkin from India last December, he had tried for several months 
to secure the services of an Honorary Secretary to take his place. Several 
members had been approached by him but alt had expressed llicir inability 
to accept the position, Finally he had prevailed upon Mr, Watson to carry 
on the current duties of the Society, bring oat its annual report* and convene 
this general meeting* but Mr. Watson had from the first made It a condition 
that he should have no responsibility In connection with the publication of 
Bmgal : Past and Prtstnt, and having regard to the other o(Tidal duties which 
Mr, Watson was called upon to perform he (the Chairman) did not consider that 
this condition was unreasonable. Mr. Firminger ihe value of whose services 
as editor of Bengal - Pah And Present they would all recognise, had left for 
England last week on two years 1 leave, and they had therefore to face the fact 
that they were in want, of an Editor and a Secretary who could devote the 
time to the Society which its present independent constitution required. 
How then were they to proceed? He thought they would agree that It 
was Impossible to carry on their work on the present lines, unless the 
much-nccdcd Editor and Secretary should arise ; but, as he had Indicated, 
there had been no suggestion of their appearance at present. He therefore 
considered that, in their present circumstances, they could not do better 
than follow the Council's advice, and approach the Asiatic Society with 
a view, if possible, to amalgamation with them on surii terms and condi¬ 
tions as the representatives of the two Societies could agree upon. He 
had reason to believe that the Asiatic Society would meet their advmces 
with sympathetic consideration, and he might add that Mr, Firminger. 
to whom the Council's suggestion had been referred, had approved of 
£t; and fie hoped that if the proposed amalgamation could be effected, 
a Historical Journal might continue to issue, though it would doubtless 
take a different form from Bengal Pus/ and Prfjmt, and that, when 
Mr, Fiimingcr returned, he would be able to associate himself therewith with 
as much success os had attended bin efforts hitherto, to conclusion, the 
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Cli&frman expressed tiie dew tb^' it was desirable that sill outstanding 
*&b*crtplron<, should be got jn ^t oncc, so that the deficit in thefSodety’s 
accounts might be wiped out r and he informed the meeting that the twx t 
number of Btitg tt Pmi and Prtir^t, which was nearly ready for publication, 
would, he hoped 1 be issued to Members within ilie next few weeks, 

A discussion followed in the course of which Mr, Olver raised the

question of the legal issues involved in the dissolution of, or amalgamation 
of die Society with, the Asiatic Society. The Honorary Secretary pointed 
out that these had not been overlooked, as a reference to the resolution of 
the Council of ist May, which had been read that day. would Indicate, and 
the Quitman added tliat he did not anticipate any serious difficulties on 
that foam The question, however, of the 17 Life Members would doubtless 
require consideration and would not be lost sight of. Mr Fiiclpi trusted 
that, in the preparation of any scheme of amalgamation, it would be remem* 
be red that this Society contained many Members to whom the amount of 
the subscription payable by lliem was a ccmaidtrutiari, and thru the proposed 
Bob-Committee would endeavour to secure as favourable terms in this regard 
as possible while Mr. Williams referred to the social character which the 
Society hud hitherto posses-i-d faf.* by virtue of its excursions, etc.) and 
expressed the hope that its proposed amalgamation with the Asiatic Society 
would not ncccssanh entail Eh-: diaappearince of that aspect uf its activities, 

Tile Chairman replied that both these recommendation* would be kept 
in view, but deprecated the issue of hard and fast instructions to the suggested 
Subcommittee- The S&dety should remember that they would be 
approaching the Asiatic Society in the character of persons asking for some¬ 
thing and it would therefore be hardly politic to place their demands t x> 
high. He hoped, however, llsat by careful discussion and mutual concession 
they wmild be able to arrive at a result which would be satisfactory to the 
Members of both bodies. Io any case the present proposals were merely 
tentative and in u >cit*c final, and it would be open to the Society's 
Council or the general body of members to accept or discard the terms which 
tile Asiatic Society might offer should they subsequently think fit to do so, 
Mr. Luke then proposed and Mr. Hooper seconded lhat the recommendation 
of the Council, as read to the meeting* be accepted, and that a Sub-Committee 
consisting of Mr, J untie- Stephen, tb* Ha norm. Secretary, and the Honorary 
Treasurer be deputed to represent the Society fit the contemplated aegotfa* 
tTons with the Asiatic Society.
